Summary of Nets from the Far Enst. 


JAPAN. 

The French mail delivered this morning brings no later advices 
from Japan ; we reproduce, however, from New York papers, the 
summary of news brought via San Francisco by the last Pacific 
mail steamer, whose latest date from Yokohama is Oct. 28. As 
usual, it includes a good deal of “stale news,’ and some that, 
although new, is not to be implicitly relied on :— 

Yokohama advices state that the Mikado, having attained his 
majority, has been crowned Emperor of Japan at Kiota, and, the 
regency having ended, it was expected that he would leave Kiota 
for Yedo. : 

On the 2lst of October a difficulty occurred in Yokohama be- 
tween the Dutch officers and the Japanese authorities. The latter 
were forbidden to transact any business at the Custom-house for 
Dutch subjects. The matter was finally amicably settled. 

Yedo still remains closed to foreigners. It was expected that 
the opening of the city would not be postponed beyond the lst of 
November. The event depended upon the result of the confe- 
rence pending between the foreign inisters and the representa- 
tive of the Mikado. The Custom-house, bonded warehouses, police - 
offices, and other buildings have been furnished and occupied, 
awaiting the business that the foreigners are expected to create. 

The Japanese Government has effected aloan of over 500,000 dols. 
from the Oriental Bank Corporation. The security is a lien on the 
Custom-house receipts. 

The Shiogoon has notified the foreign representative that his 
house has surrendered the government to the Imperial Court. The 
Emperor will undertake for the future the maintenance of friendly 
relations with foreign Powers. The Emperor has conferred the 
title of Daimio upon the Shiogoon, whose yearly income will be 
700,000 keo-kus. 

Nagati was bombarded on September 15, and taken possession 
of by the Southern troops. The foreigners in the place succeeded 
in reaching the steamer Osaka, which carried them to Shanghai. 
The Southern troops have also taken possession of Hakodadi, and 
forced Namlee, who held the place as a neutral, to retire. A 
number of persons seized the American steamer Augusta, and 
compelled her to take them to a port in their own territory. The 
ship Mikado, employed in the bombardment of Nagati, had been 
wrecked, saatarially weakening the Southern fleet. The Imperial 
forces had invaded Ridgus’ dominions from two directions, and 
were strongly intrenched before his castle.

If the statements which have been lately made ag to the exist- 
ence of disease among the cattle in this neighbourhood are true, 
they furnish an additional reason for the establishment of slaugh- 
ter-houses. The suppression of a nuisance is not the only motive 
for such an institution. It is also very desirable to subject to in- 
spection the animals slaughtered. Chinese butchers might, per- 
haps, at first object to use them ;' but a’remedy would lie in the 
hands of foreigners. The police would know whence the several 
shops drew supplies, and it would be in the interest of everyone 
to “ taboo” those which did not patronise the slaughter-house. 

The following, on Mr. Burlinghame’s Misstuu, is alsv from the 
Courier :—The public must be almost tired with the Burlinghame 
Mission, but yet we cannot help thinking that the tide of opposi- 
tion has of late set in with undue violence, and at the risk of the 
charge of serving our readers on the toujours perdrix principle we 
venture to offer a few suggestions. Mr. Burlinghame has made 
certain speeches in the States that have displeased his Chinese 
acquaintances and his English critics. The Saturday Review, 
newly freed from the predominant influence of a strong will and 
a reliable judgment, has assailed the American Envoy with extra- 
ordinary energy of invective. But are not the critics a little pre- 
mature ? Is Mr. Burlinghame convicted of being merely a member 
for the Borough of Verbosity? For our own part we are disposed 
to suggest two modifying considerations—first, he has lately been 
addressing audiences whose temper and tastes he knows far better 
than his Chinese or English critics know them. He is an American, 
and he speaks to Americans. We may affect to ridicule his style as 
exaggerated, and to object to the boldness of his figures of speech ; 
but the reason of thisis simply that American taste in oratory dif- 
fers from ours. It is based on models we have practically discarded, 
but, nevertheless, models that we still theoretically profess to re~ 
gard with admiration. Burke and Grattan and Sheridan, address 
ing a House of Commons used to Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Bright, 
would unquestionably be accused of bombast. In the British 
Senate it is no longer the custom to storm with indignation, or to 
gild with panegyric; but in the States, even in Congress, a rather 
inflated tone of speech prevails, and the orations delivered at 
public dinners and monster meetings are certainly not less gaudy 
than the orations in Congress. In England, however, we have a 
standard of taste altogether different from that which prevails in 
the great republic, to quote Goldthumb in Jerrold’s play :— 

“Once a parliament speech used to be like a beautiful Court 
suit : with flowers at the skirts, flowers at the cuffs, and flowers at 
the pockes holes : now it’s a bit of Quaker’s drab.” 

This latter sombregjtinge no doubt affects English taste. We 
dislike showy speeches. We suspect brilliancy of shallowness, and 
unduly credit dulness with death: Mr. Burlinghame appeals to a 
different audience, and suits his arguments and his metaphors to 
a palate naturally inclined to relish full flavoured dishes. 

“ Who peppers the highest is surest to please.” 

These things being so, we must not be too rigorous in our 
censure of the Chinese Ambassador. 

Besides there are other grounds on which his recent action may 
be defended. He after all only “ magnifies his office.” He is in 
the pay of the Chinese Government, and he tries, according to his 
lights, to earn his money. An impression seems to prevail at home 
and at the Treaty ports that it was the duty of the Chinese Envoy 
to abase China in the eyes of foreign nations, and to talk and act 
asif he were still the representative of a Western Power. We 
conceive that Mr. Burlinghame’s anxicty to be true to his new 
masters has really entailed on him all this load of censure. He

We cannot restrain an expression of surprise at the manner in 
which Sir Rutherford Aleoek permitted himself to be hood-winked 
by the Chinese in the matter of the despatch from the Tsung-li 

It 
was only to be expected that the Government would not do more 
than recommend the Viceroy to consider the case and settle it in 
the best manner he could. The forwarding of the despatch through 
the English Legation was meant to act as a blind, and make it 
appear that the foreign board was attending to Sir Rutherford 
Alcock’s recommendations. We fail to see why the English Mi- 
nister should have undertaken to forward a despatch concerning 
his own affairs without knowing whether or not it was calculated 
to bring the question at issue to a settlement. By making his 
subordinates the bearers of such a despatch he only gave the 
Chinese another opportunity of snubbing them. 

We would draw attention to the very excellent and practical 
notification regarding British subjects of Chinese descent, recently 
promulgated by Sir Rutherford Alcock. In common with our 
readers, we have often reflected on the unfairness of allowing men, 
whom the mere accident of having been born in Hong Kong or 
Singapore has transformed into British subjects, to compromise 
our position in China by claiming British protection, after having 
laid themselves open to punishment for violation of Chinese laws 
or regulations. They are really Chinese ; it is by a mere quibble 
that they are British subjects. In thoughts, opinions, principles, 
customs, and habits, they are Chinese, while, by a lucky chance, 
over which they have had no control, they are technically on an 
equality with us. Such persons are now, however, ordered to dis- 
card the Chinese costume so long as they shall be resident within 
Chinese territory, and adopt some other dress whereby they may 
readily be distinguished from the native population. 

The Evening Express says that the N.G. brig Frederick Withel- 
mina has been wrecked about ten miles from Chefoo, while pro- 
ceeding thither with two hundred of the riflemen on board, who, 
it is reported, were intended to disperse the miners. All hands 
were saved, but the vessel is a total wreck. 

The same paper also contains some further particulars of the 
loss of H.MLS. Rattler. It says :-—“H.MS. Ratiler struck ona 
sunken rock, not laid down on the chart, which is close to Hako- 
dadi. The account of the wreck was brought to Yokohama by 
the American steamer Powturet, and H.M.S. Ocean was imme- 
diately despatched to the scene of the wreck. H.I.M.9. Dupleix was 
gomg into Yokohama with the crew of the unfortunate vessel as 
the mail steamer was coming out. We are glad to say that no 
lives were lost, and shall look forward for the next steamer from 
Yokohama for further particulars.” 

The Recorder says : Our attention has been called to a fact which 
is peculiarly interesting at the present time, and may have 
escaped the memory of many of our readers. Some eighteen 
months or two years ago, the Taoutai wrote in to Vcte. Brenier 
de Montmorond, Consul General for France, suggesting that gen- 
tlemen going out shooting should weara badge. It is needless 
almost to say how emphatically the impudent proposal was re- 
jected, the despatch, we believe, being respectfully returned. The 
regulation issued by Sir RutherfordjAlcock is scarcely more absurd 
and infinitely more pernicious than the one proposed by the 
Taoutai, and so effectually quashed by Vcte. Brenier. 

The steamer Miaca came into collision with a junk whic h 
lying in the middle of the channel, just off Pootung Point, carrying 
away her own chain plates and staving in starboard bulwarks, the 
junk escaping with scarcely any damage. A great many complaints 

ave been made of late respecting the junks anchoring in the fair 
way both here and at Woosung ; at the latter place at times there 
is hardly sufficient room for a vessel to pass taroughthem without 
touching. Perhaps after some serious accident has occurred the 
authorities will take steps to remove the nuisance. 

The powers of the Shanghai opium guild appear to he increasing 
to a very noticeable extent, if we may judge from a letter, which, 
we hear, was recently addressed by the Taoutai to H.B.M.’s Con- 
sul, concerning a case which was seized in the house of a foreign 

entleman who claims the right to sell opium to whom he 
ikes. It seems that a case was seized, we believe, by the 
runners of the guild, and that an application for its return 
was made through H.B.M.’s Consul. The Taoutai in reply cooll 
says that he will let the gentleman in question have the case bac 
if he will state what has become of nine other cases which have 
heen landed without paying the opium guild squeeze ; the object 
of this being to fasten upon the buyers, and let the guilds do unto 
them as seemeth to them right. This letter was received by 
H.B.M.’s Acting Consul, Mr. Forrest, and a copy transmitted to 
the gentleman interested, without any comment. Things are 
coming to a pretty pass when the Taoutai writes, and a British 
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the bounds of good taste, but this, up to the present time, appears 
to us to be the head and front of his offending. 

With regard to the mail service, the Evening Courter says :— 
We are not unreasonable enough to expect that such arrange- 
ments could be made by the P. and O. Company and Postmaster- 
General as would bring the mails to every port on the P. and 0. 
route exactly on the day which would suit the merchants. But 
it seems strange that at the Eastern terminus the mail should be 
due on the very day that the outgoing mail is appointed to leave. 
Of course nothing could be more inconvenient for all classes of the 
community, and we therefore have a personal interestin suggesting 
some change. It seems obvious, too, that if the company were to 
press their steamersa little, so as to anticipate the contract time of 
arrival at Shanghai by say two days, there would be no need to keep 
a steamer lying idle in the river for nearly a fortnight. The boat 
which brought the mail two days before it was due could be dis- 
charged and re-loaded in time to leave on the day whereon its 
arrival was compulsory. Comparing the contract time with the 
space to be gone over, it will be seen that the company are not 
required to push their boats beyond nine and a-half knots, while 
at the same time they have boats to which fourteen knots isa 
small thing. The advantage to passengers would also be very great. 
Instead of being reduced to the alternative of living on shore at 
Point de Galle, Singapore, and Hong Kong, or staying on board to 
be devoured at night by mosquitoes, and to be looked on as ‘‘screws” 
by fellow passengers, officers, and stewards—a consideration which, 
we are happy to say, is not so weighty as it was a few years ago— 
there need be no more delay at each yee than is necessary to dis- 
charge and take in cargo and mails and to take in coal. This would 
be a very great boon to the China passengers, who are generally 
tired of their journey long before they reach their destination. 
Perhaps, in process of time, when the fact that a passenger to Shan- 
ghai pays nearly as much again as a gore as to Bombay pene- 
trates the understanding of the board of directors we shall find 
that some attention will be bestowed upon the comfort and conve- 
nience of those bound China-ward. At present China plays second 
fiddle to India, so far as the passengers are concerned, and also in 
the matter of mail arrangements. 

We are informed that Captain Bush, of the Rinaldo, who was 
invalided home, grew rapidly better as he{approached Hong Kong. 
There, however, the gallant officer had a relapse, which rendered 
it necessary for him to carry out his original intention of proceed- 
ing to England. 

We learn that the Prince of Toza is the purchaser of the British 
steamer Undine, belonging to Measrs. Douglas, Lapraik, and Co., 
of Hong Kong; the price is somewhere in the neighbourhood of 
105,000 dols., or a little over her original cost six years ago. 


THE NORTH CHINA INSURANCE COMPANY. 

The fifth half-yearly meeting of the North China Insurance 
Company, 1866-68, was held at the offices of the company on the 
16th October. Present—Mesars. Bell (Chairman), Michie, Lavers, 
Porter, and Smith, directors, and a fair number of shareholders, 
representing 127 votes. : 

The Secretary read the minutes of the last shareholders’ meet- 
ing, held in April, which were very long and somewhat prolix. 

The Chairman said he regretted his place was not filled by an 
abler man, but as the duties were light and pleasant he was glad 
to occupy his present position. Since last meeting the directors 
had lost the able and zealous services of their late chairman, Mr. 
W. J. Bryans. They had also despatched Mr. J. S. Mackintosh, 
their late secretary, to open the new London Agency on Ist Jan. 
next, and he (the chairman) thought the company’s interest in 
London would be well cared for. 

The report and accounts were taken as read; and it was pro- 
posed by Mr. Bell, seconded by Mr. Porter, and carried unanimously, 
that the report and accounts be passed. 

The election of Mr. E. C. Smith to the vacant seat at the board 
was then confirmed. 

The principal resolution ef the meeting was then put by Mr. 
Lavers, with a few words of explanation :— 

“That in consideration of the large accumulation of funds in 
the hands of the company, and in view of the formation of the new 
c»mpany, the directors be empowered to declare a dividend of 
Ts. 1,000 per share, to be paid to the shareholders as soon as 
practicable.” 

This, on being seconded by Mr. Hargreaves, was put from the 
chair and declared carried. 

Mr. Carter wished to inquire whether this resolution was not 
contrary to the deed of settlement, and the Chairman explained 
that it was not so, a majority of shareholders having assented. 

This concluded the business actually before the meeting. 

Mr. Trautmann wished to make some observations respecting 
the conduct of the new company which was being formed. He 
had occasion to know that certain rival companies had drawn 
away a large amount of business from the North China by making 
larger returns to premium payers. To meet this competition he 
would suggest for consideration the propriety of distributing the 
one-third profits, heretofore reserved for shareholders only, among 
all contributors, whether shareholders or not. This, however, did 
uot find favour with the meeting, and the general impression 
seemed to be that if any company wished to attract business by 
ants better terms than others they could always find means of 

oing 80. 
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HONG KONG... 

From this port we have advices to the 27th October. The Eng- 
lish mail of September 11 arrived out on the 23rd, and the Fren 
mail of September 18 on the 27th of October, the latter bringing 
London telegrams to October 7. 

There is little local news, the Governor’s financial statement and 
the depressed condition of the trade of the colony being the chief 
topics of conversation. The statement we publish below. 

The fact of the English journals having at last exhibited some 
interest in China affairs is commented on with satisfaction by the 
ah press. The following article is from the Hong Kong Daily 

E88 :— 

If the Burlinghame folly has nothing else to recommend it, it 
has so far done us, in China, a favour ; it has called the attention 
of the press and of the public generally to the Rostticn and pros- 
pects of the British trading communities in China, and to the 
many important questions that must be discussed and settled at 
an early date between Great Britain and the Middle Kingdom. It 
has recalled to the minds of the people at home that there was a 
war not so very many years ago with China of sufficient import- 
ance to produce a Ministerial crisis, and to cause a dissolution of - 
Parliament ; a war that cost much money, and was thought at the 
time to have been rather creditable to the country than otherwise, 
ending, as it did, with the capture of the Imperial city of Peking, 
and with a treaty from which great things were expected. It 
has just been discovered that the time has come for a re- 
vision of that treaty, according to the terms of, perhaps, 
the most important stipulation in it, and that there are a great 
many things in and out of the treaty that stand in need of being 
looked into, and adjusted or readjusted as the case may be. 
Writers for the public press and statesmen have been provoked 
into looking up the official literature lately published relating to 
China, and have actually made the discovery that nearly every 
section of the foreign community in China; has memorialised the 
Government, complaining of infractions of the treaty rights, sup- 
posed in England to have been amply secured long ago, and de- 
manding further privileges where it was hoped there was nothing 
more to be desired. The China question has again started into 
prominence, and The Times and the Pall Mall Gazette have taken 
up the matter vigorously; it is Just possible, because, during the 
recess of Parliament and the absence of all the world from town, 
there was nothing else totake up; but, nevertheless, the fact remaina, 
Chinese questions are again attracting some littleattention at home, 
and the leading journals have discussed them. The China Express 
notices the fact, and gives us a reprint of an article from The 
Times on the additional articles negotiated by Burlinghame at 
Washington, and a summary of a leader in the Pall Mall Gazette 
on the revision of the Treaty of Tientsin generally. The Times 
ridicules the additional articles as anything but an improvement 
or addition to the treaties negotiated by the Treaty Powers in 
1858 and 1860 with the Chinese Government, and seems impressed 
with the conviction that there is something more in this new 
treaty than appears on the surface—something hidden beneath 
the apparently simple wording of its clauses, and that its purpose 
is to embarrass in the first place, and in the second, to lead up to 
something not now very clearly perceptible. 

“The leading journal takes the articles seriatim, and examines 
them, comparing them with the corresponding clauses in the ex- 
isting treaties between China and foreign Powers. Nothing is 
added to the provisions of these treaties save a little ambiguity— 
nothing that they were not better without. On one point there 
has been a manifest retrogression, a taking away from the clearest 
simplicity and force of the original treaty provision, by a limita- 
tion, as foolish as it is impertinent. The eighth article of the 
new treaty is an impertinence and a folly. On only one point do 
we differ from The Times ; it mistakes the nature of the first ar- 
ticle and the object had in view when it was framed. It is the only 
one of the articles that seems to us to be capable of defence. 
It is declaratory of the rights and powers of the Emperor of China 
on a point on which there had been some difference of opinion 
and disputes. By the treaties of 1858 and 1860 the Emperor 
gave up his rightful jurisdiction over foreigners guilty of offences 
within his dominions, and surrendered his title to enforce against 
foreigners any portion of the Chinese code. By another article it 
was agreed that certain portions of land should be set aside at 
each open port for foreign residents, where they might live apart 
from the Chinese, and subject to their own laws and under their own 
officials. The lands so set apart have been called concessions, and 

uestions have arisen, especially with regard to the French conces- 
sions, as to the nature and extent of the jurisdiction still retained 
by the Emperor of China in and over the lands so conceded. He 
claimed to be the territorial sovereign, with all the rights and powers 
of a supreme ruler, except those specially ceded by treaty. He held 
the French tobe simply lessees of the land, entitled there,as elsewhere 
in China, to be governed by their own laws, and judgea by their 
own courts, but entitled to no such further privileges as would 
bar him of his authority over Chinese subjects within the conces- 
sion. It was maintained, at one time, in effect, if not in words, 
that the French concession at Shanghai was as much and as ex- 
clusively French as Hong Kong is English. The territorial 
sovereignty claimed by the Emperor of China included many 
things not ceded by treaty to the respective Powers. The first of 
the additional articles is declaratory on the part of America thit 
she holds the Emperor the territorial Sovereign of Hong-q ie, 
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with all the rights and powers of a sovereign over Chinese 
territory. The proviso at the end excepts from that plenary 
Power the right to try and punish American subjects in China, a 
right specifically yielded up when the first treaties were made. 
On the part of China there is a stipulation which binds her 








to preserve, in case of war, territory in fact hers, although out of 


her possession, from being made a battle-ground for the contend- 
ing parties. There was a necessity of some. sort for some such 


declaration as that contained in Article 1 of the additional ar- 
ticles, and it is not so very self-contradictory and nugatory as The 


Times pronounces it to be. As to the other articles, the leading 


journal makes too much of them. They conceal nothing ; they 


can lead to nothing, except, perhaps, a little confusion ; they are 
simply bunkum, and originated in the necessity Burlinghame lay 
under of appearing to do something for his employers. If they 
make the Chinese think that something has been effected, 

Mie have served their purpose, and may be quietly forgotten and 

id by.” 

Hit, Rxcdllency the’ Hoppo has posted a proclamation stating 
that the Commissioner of Customs has conveyed to him the intel- 
ligence of the newly-built lighthouse below V herrcs having been 
pirated by a strong party of ladroncs, who, after pillaging a village, 
made their way to the lighthouse, and carried away with their booty 
one of the watchmen. His Exccllency therefore offers a reward 
of 100 dols. to any person who may communicate such information 
as may lead to the discovery of the whereabouts of the pirates. 
It is further stated in the proclamation that, on its being apprised 
of the robbery, the Chetoi has directed the military department to 
render all possible assistance for the apprehension of the pirates. 

Signs of improvements at Canton continue to present them- 
selver—one half of the open space of ground at the back of the 
American Consulate (erst Dent and Co.’s hong) at Honam has been 
purchased by the well-known carpenter Alin, who is erecting a 
couple of shops there. Arickety but large tea-store situated at 
Kum-fa-men has been pulled down by its owner, and four stores 
of moderate sizc have been rebuilt instead. The building of the 
contracted-for rows of shops at the back of Fakee hong on the 
old factory side will be commenced forthwith, whilst such parts 


of the city and suburbs as have been laid waste by the fire of 


1856 and bombardment of 1857 are being gradually rebuilt ina 
much better manner than before. Commercially, a reference to 
the tradal statistics cannot fail to convince those of the most 
sceptical turn of mind of the hopeful condition of the “ sick man.” 
he following despatch from his Excellency Vice-Admiral the 
Honourable Sir Henry Keppel, K.C.B.,'Naval Commander-in-Chief, 
describing the ensign to be carried by war vessels of China, is 
published for general information by the Colonial Secretary :— 


Princess Charlotte, at Hong Kong, Oct. 17,°1868, 

Sir—In reply to your Excellency’s letter, Number 473, of 
the 16th October, I have the honour to submit the following extract 
from the order book on this station, establishing, in pursuance of 
Admiralty instructions, the ensign to be recognised as indicating 
a Chinese Government vessel :— 

“The Chinese Government having determined that all war ves- 
sels of China shall in future carry a dragon ensign in addition to 
the distinguishing flags already worn by such vessels, the officers 
in command of Her Majesty’s ships on this station are to respect 
this ensign accordingly, as the Government flag of China, in the 
same manner as the national flag of other nations. 

“ The flag will be three-cornered, yellow ground, upon which a 
dragon will be designed, with the head towards the upper part of 
the flag, and will vary in dimensions according to the size of the 
vessel by which it is worn.” 

Tam of opinion that this national flag should be displayed in 
all Chinese vessels carrying pendants, and in addition a flag to 
denote the viceroyalty or fleet to which the vessel belongs may be 
hoisted at the masthead.—I have the honour to be, Sir, your

HONG KONG FINANCE. 
The following is the financial statement of the Colony for the 


year 1868, prepared by his Excellency Sir Richard Graves Mac- 
Donnell :— 


1. Last August, when explaining the Estimates for 1868, which I 
then laid before you, I was obliged to draw your attention to the many 
temporary and uncertain elements then involved in the calculations 
affecting the revenue side of the account. In that respect I have the 
satisfaction of thinking that the revenue estimated for 1869 is onc 
unlikely to be deranged by similar disturbing influences, and that. as 
ought always to be the case in framing estimates, there is a greate: 
probability of an excess than a deficiency in the amount of revenue 
estimated. 

2. At page 3 of the Detailed Estimates, which I now lay before you, 
the excess of the colony's assets over its liabilities on the firat day of 
the present year is put down as 25,851 dols., and having gone into the 
ealculations, I think there ig little apparent room for error in that 
item. I may also remark that the surplus intended is such as would 
have remained on the 1st of Jast January after payment of all known 
liabilities, including arrears duz for the military contribution. The 
latter, however, can no longer be counted as part of the colony's lia- 
bilities, becxuse all sums due on that account, even to the 30th Sep- 
tember of this year, have been already discharged. 
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8. On the other hand, amongst your assets are neceszarily included 
sams which are practically unavailable, such as a large portion of the 
subsidiary coins, which cannot be refused at the Treasury, and which, 
therefore, keep steadily increasing, as the accompanying return ex- 
plains. From that return you will perceive that on the first day of 
this month the colony possessed no leas than 43,482 dols. in copper 
and bronze coinage, the greater part of which may be regarded as 
being at present entirely useless and ag an amount which increases 
almost every weck. Occasionally it is decreased by arrangements with 
contractors for public works, to take a portion of their money in 
copper, or by a rise in the value of the latter coinage which was lately 
at par, but it is sure to find its way back to the Treasury whenever it 
falls below par in the markets of Canton or Hong Kong. 

4. It is essential also to bear in mind,that the bronze, or mil coinage, 
amounts to 17,000 dols., of which there is apparently no prospect of 
getting rid on any terms. This result is the more unfortunate because 
those coins have cost a considerable extra outlay from having been 
coined in England instead of at the Mint of the Colony, whilst the 
heavy expense attending (their manufacture abroad and freight, &c., 
from a distant country has been proportionately augmented. 

5. The available assets of the colony must therefore be diminished 
by those sums, whilst it must also be remembered that, out of what 
might remain if a creditor and debtor account were to be now balanced, 
a considerable portion would consist of arrears of rents and taxes, 
which require time to collect, and part of which it is certain could 
not be recovered. 

6. Thos, although in my Financial Statement of August last year 
the colony’s assets, on the Ist January, 1867, were stated to amount to 
about 24,000, dols., yet small as that sum was, it would have been a 
delusion to expect to realise it in any shape. 

7. At present the colony, independent of any subsidiary coinage, an 
item which exceeds 60,000 dols., holds here in cash 190,135 dols., and 
has also a respectable balance of about 40,000 dols. in the handa of the 
Crown agents to meet its frequent liabilities in England, a result which, 
in a mere financial point of view, is highly satisfactory. 

8. Perhaps some, who remember the difficulties of the local Trea- 
sury in 1866, may hence infer that it is easy by a touch of the helm to 
turn the vessel of the State, like other vessels, from the breakers on 
which a slight mistake might so easily place her; yet the effort may be 
more arduous than appears, there are so many currents which tend to 
drive her in the direction where she has once been steered. I can 
vouch that the production of our present financial safety and prosperity 
required much rigid economy and the strictest supervision, exercised 
even with severity, over all the departments for the purpose of getting 
the colony clear of the reef of bankruptcy to which I found her drift- 
ing, and which she may be said to have touched. It is, nevertheless, 
evident that the large balance now in hand is mainly attributable to 
no economy possible for any Governor, but is principally the result of 
two new sources of revenue, viz, the Stamp Ordinance and fees from 
the licensed gaming houses, which this Government established last 
year in default of any better means of controlling certain dangerous 
classes of the community. 

9. All these causes bave so changed the financial position of the Go- 
vernment from that in which J found it on my arrival, that although 
the liabilities of those days have been discharged, and although in 
1869 it is contemplated to raise by rates for police, water, and jlight- 
ing 34,000 dols. less than the sum estimated for the current year, 1 am 
now enabled to lay before you an estimated expenditure exceeding 
one million of dollars, with every prospect that nevertheless there 
will remain a surplus of 230,000 dols. on the 3lst December, 1869, 
reduced by unavailable coinage to 170,000 dols., and liable practically 
to some further diminution if the Supplementary Estimates should ob- 
tain a greater development than has been allowed for in the calcula- 
tions now submitted. That is a contingency always possible, as, for 
example, it is not improbable that, owing to original defective con- 
struction and the sinking of the earth in its neighbourhood, the neces- 
sity may arise for rebuilding the Harbour-master’s office, which is 
already in a dangerous state. 

10. I last year stated that the possibility of such contingencies oc- 
curring proves that this colony, like any other large firm or business, 
should always retain an easily available surplus, over and above assets 
in the form of rent and taxes due. Such surplus should not be less 
than from 100,000 dols. to 130,000 dols., and I must again impress on 
you that although the Estimates now before you show a surplus pro- 
bably exceeding the above sum at the end of 1869, even allowing 
liberally for the demands of the supplementary Estimates, I can regard 
such result as merely amounting to a return to asound financial status, 
such as should never be departed from, especially ag amongst the irems 
forming ;the revenue for 1869, is one which cannot recur, namely, 
60,000 for the plant and machinery of the Mint. 

11. Hence, although the finances of the colony are at last in a gatis- 
factory state, it cannot now be said that they will not require constant 
care and vigilance to preserve them in that condition. 

12. Before concluding the subject of revenue I call attention to the 
fact that the fees from the licensed gaming houses are now withdrawn 
from the heading of unavailable deposits. I lay before you the des- 
patch of the Secretary of State authorising application of that revenue 
to certain Colonial purposea—and till some means of obtaining equal 
control over the classes addicted to illegal gaming with all its evil 
consequences to the community can be devised, it certainly seems wise 
to use it for the improvement of a force which ina great_measure is 
required to repress irregularitics and crime, originating in or fostered 
by gambling. It is at least wiser to devote it to that or other useful 
public objects than to throw it into the sea or get rid of it in some 
more objectionable manner on the plea that no revenue should accrue 
from such a source. 

13. My creed on such matters is a very simple one I hold that a 
Government is bound to do as much good and suppress as much evil 
asitcan. I have, therefore, not hesitated to advance straightforward 
towards that object. I have never been deterred by the secondary 
consideration that a revenue was unavoidably created thereby, whether 
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I liked or disliked that result, nor have I been persuaded by the 

reasoning, if I {may use such a term, of some estimable persons who 

appear comparatively indifferent to the existence of a public evil, 

provided their own theory that we should leave sin and vice alone 
revails. 

. 14. Such “persons, if they pursue their argument to its legitimate 
conclusion, must be prepared to see our navy and army decimated by 

a disease which legislation can mitigate, sooner than meddle officially 
with what they call sin in the one case, or vice in the other, and thus 
they would leave both to mature and fructify ; the pestilence to spread 
and this city to be infested by illegal gaming haunts frequented by the 
criminal classes with the usual results to society of such assemblages. 
Moreover, they seem to apply their theories to all parts of the world 
and to all populations alike. They would govern the Saxon race of 
Kent and the Chinese on the same principles, and would think it wrong 
to meet the exigencies of each separate community with legislation 
adapted to its local requirements. 

15. I need scarcely say that no sueh policy has been countenanced 
by this Government. On the contrary, I and my Executive Council 
have from the first felt it a positive duty to admit the existence of the 
two evils alluded to, and to frankly acknowledge that we cannot sup- 
press them. We feel, consequently, more especially bound to exert 
ourselves to obtain a practical control over evils which we have not 
the power to eradicate, and thereby at least try to alleviate the mis- 
chiefs inseparable from each. I am therefore gratified to report that 
not merely has the new system been successful in closing the old dens 
of iniquity and substituting for them houses regulated by strict Go- 
vernment surveillance, but also that there is strong reagon to infer, 
contrary to the prophecies not unnaturally indulged in at first, that 
the system has reacted beneficially on the parties more immediately 
reached by it. 

“16. Thus, contrary to general expectation, and far exceeding any 
hope of my own, you will find from the return which I now lay before 
you, that the crime which seemed most likely to have increased is 
that which has most diminished, namely, larceny amongst servants. 
During the firat quarter following the opening of the licensed houses 
the number of those cases brought before the police magistrates 
averaged the same as in the preceding three years, viz., about eighty, 
whereas during the first quarter of this year they had diminished 50 
per cent., and during the second quarter 75 per cent. 

17. Recently all foreigners have been excluded from the licensed 
houses, because the argument that licensing a few houses had been 
found essential to obtain control for police purposes over a vice amongst 
the Chinese—which after the most vigorous efforts the Executive could 
not suppress—is not applicable to foreigners, and therefore affords no 
justification for permitting them to use the licensed houses, because it 
is not foreigners who constitute the criminal classes of the colony. 
There is no risk, therefore, of their gambling tendencies leading to 
the establishment of illegal haunts where burglaries and robberies may 
be planned by those who meet in such places in defiance of the law. 

18. 1 must add that, although it is true the houses were originally 
licensed without any intention of encouraging foreigners to go there, I 
am nevertheless now surprised that it did not sooner occur to me to 
rid the licensing system of this, its least defensible feature, and it 
appears strange that no one else, 80 far as I am aware, made the sug- 
geation earlier. 

19. WhenI had once become convinced of the propriety and saw 
the possibility of excluding foreigners, I was quite prepared to make 
the most liberal abatement to the licensees of the fees which they were 
then paying, viz., 13,000 dols. per month. JI would willingly have 
reduced them to 10,000 or 8,000 aol: or to any other amount which 
might be proved necessary to compensate them for the loss entailed by 
the exclusion of foreigners. Just then, however, the close of the first 
year of the operations of the licensees was approaching, and some dis- 
putes unexpectedly arose between them and their agents when set- 
tling accounts, which led to the discovery that, so far from losing, as 
they had endeavoured to prove, they had, through the many reduc- 
tions which I had made in their fees, been gainers during the past 
year to an extent beyond the legitimate amount which the exigencies 
of the system justified. At the same time, offers were made to Go- 
vernment to take up the business by men of equal capital, and one 
offer based on most excellent security and with the understanding that 
foreigners were to be excluded, amounted to 240,000 dols. per annum. 

20. Nevertheless, the experience acquired by the old licensees, their 
readiness to expend money in detecting returned convicts and the 
effective assistance which they had given the police generally, made 
me unwilling to change them for parties less experienced. e old 
licensees, therefore, continue the business, but instead of a reduced 
fee of 10,000 dols. per month they pay a fee of 18,000 dols. 

21. Thus one more is addéd to the numerous list of unexpected and 
improbable results which the Workikg°of the experiment has de- 
veloped. In fact, my own despatches de ths. subject are throughout 

with similar reversals of previous calculations, and perhaps J am 
now about to add one more to the series, when I expreas the opinion 
that, if foreigners be excluded, as under any circumstances must be 
the case, the fee of 18,000 dols. per month will not leave the licensees 
@ sufficient profit to make them as careful as is requisite to retain it by 
attention to the Government regulations. 

22. These explanations, which, moreover, have a special interest of 
their own, have become necessary, because the Council should know 
why the license fees for the estimates of the ensuing year are not com- 
puted on the basis of so high a figure as they now reach monthly. On 
the contrary, the estimate for the receipts of 1869 has been left by me 
at 156,0v0 dols. per annum, being the amount computed when the 
calculations were entered into several wecka back. At present the pro- 
bability is that the amount named will be exceeded ; but the uncer- 
tainty attending the subject is too great to justify um-alteration of the 
original estimate. a 

23. Whether I myself, or the Council, ora portion of thecommynity 
approve or object to the receipt of any income from such 8 source, the 
fact that it has, nevertheless, irrepreasibly thrast itaelf into, and may 
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for some time constitute part of your annual revenue till a better 
system be devised to accomplish equally useful resulta, entitles the 
Council to the fullest details connected with it. 

24. Such a revenue, therefore, is a necessary item in your financial 
calculations simply because it exists, and therefore must be dealt with 
in some way ; but it does not follow because you must deal with it, or 
because it exists, that your object has been to create such a revenue: 
That is a common misrepresentation of the purpose of myself and my 
Council, but it can have no logical force until it be shown that our 
object could be equally well accomplished in some other way unpro- 
ductive of revenue with which we are acquainted, and which neverthe- 
less we refuse to adopt. 

25. It probably answers, however, the purpose of those who use the ar- 
gument, and who know very well that most people take no trouble to 
master the tedious details of a complicated question, but as a general 
rule accept the popular theory that all who adopt a policy which creates 
a revenue, doso for the sake of that revenue. Such an inference holds 
good in most cases, because money is the most general ebject of men’s 
pursuits, but in what way such a theory can be applicable to myself 
or my Council is not shown. To make the argument conclusive we 
should be proved interested in drawing a revenue from gambling 
licences, whereas none of us can have the slightest possible interest in 
the matter beyond our desire in discharge of a duty to the public to 
choose the least objectionable evil, whilst personally I prefer to raise 
by increased taxation whatever additional revenue may be wanted for 
purposes that cannot be dispensed with. 

26. Ihave only to add, before quitting this subject, that current 
ideas as to the abstraction of large sums from regular commerce by 
either losses or gains at the new play houses have little or no real 
foundation. The probability is that in former times there was quite 
as mu.h play as at present, whilst whatever be the profits now they 
are acquired by men of substance engaged in general trade, and are 
only so much added to their commercial capital. The fees paid at the 
colony are also destined to aid rather than impede progress, unless 
they be unwisely expended. 

27. The other new branch of revenue, viz., that derived from stamps, 
has been estimated at 100,000 dols, but I apprehend that the receipts from 
this source may fall short of even that limited amount. The return 
which I lay on the table shows that the alteration effected by the re- 
cent Ordinance, No. 7, of this year, has hitherto not materially affected : 
receipts from stamps, but the general stagnation of trade has obviously 
an onfavourable effect on revenue derived from the number and amount 
of business transactions. As, however, the ordinance appears to work 
at present with as little inconvenience to the commercial community as 
can be expected from a law imposing a new tax, I am unwilling to ex- 
pand its operation so long as the finances of the colony do not require 
such aid more imperatively than at present. 

28. I shall not detain you longer with details affecting the revenue 
side of the proposed estimates, except by calling attention to a slight ' 
diminution in the receipts expected from the harbour department. 
This arises from the lower scale of fees exacted now under the harbour 
ordinance of 1866, and not from any expected decrease in the number 
of vessels frequenting the port. It never has been the desire of Go- 
vernment to make a surplus revenue from that source, and the success” 
of the ordinance in removing from the colony the most dangerous 
characters, and pirates, permits now some relaxation of the restrictions 
hitherto maintained over the movements of native craft in the waters 
of the colony. 

29. Turning now to the expenditure side you will find that notwith- 
standing the efficiency of every department is provided for more 
effectually in the estimates before you than had ever before been con- 
templated, there would appear to be a decrease on your estimated 
expenditure, 828,000 dols. for 1869, as compared with that originally 
proposed for this year, viz., 894,000 dols. 

30. On public works and buildings it is proposed to expend no less 
than 155,500 dols. as compared with the 65,500 dols. which Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government finally sanctioned for the current year, which 
latter amount however will probably be exceeded. 

81. The expenditure on roads, streets, and bridges, however, is di- 
minished from 105,000 dols. to 69,000 dols., but includes once more 
28,000 dols. for the road to the gap, which has already appeared more 
than once on your Estimates, but never been carried through, owing 
to want of funds available at the time. A similar observation applies 
to the proposed reclamation of ground near Bowrington, for which the 
same vote is proposed as in former years, viz., 10,000 dols. 

82. It would, however, be most inconvenient if I were to attempt to 
explain now every item of expenditure. It is very desirable you should 
have the fullest explanations on each, but the details could not be com- 
pressed within the reasonable limits of an address such as this. 

33. I invite attention, however, to some entirely new items, such as 
that of 15,000 dols. for good conduct pay and special services of the 
police. Till my efforts to obtain a superior class of European police 
shall be more successful than hitherto, I object to an indiscriminate 
raising of the salaries of the different classes, though, as you will per-. 
ceive, a considerable addition has been made in that way also. I pre- 
fer holding out special inducements for learning Chinese and rewards 
for such services as may exhibit unusual intelligence and activity. ; 

34. The Government has at least learned by the experiment recently 
instituted that the magnitude of the sums at the disposal of the gam- 
blers would render a contest with them hopeless on the part of the 
Government for prevention of police corruption by the mere raising 
of salaries. It would probably only lead with men of that class to 
the acceptance of bribes in addition to increased salaries. Therefore, 
the present system, which entirely removes the possibility of such cor- 
ruption as once prevailed, seems preferable. 

35. The item of 7,000 dols. for the Fire Brigade is also new, but will not 
nearly cover the outlay for that body, because much of the heaviest and 
most necessary expenditure, auch as that for fire engines, will have to 
be defrayed this year, and must therefore be provided for in the Sup- 
plementary Estimates. 

86. There is algo an item of 40,000 dols. for the expense of construction 
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and maintenance during 1869, of a colonial steamer and asteam launch. | by establishing gas-works before long, close to the southern 


As you are aware, the duty of visiting the various outstations of the 
Harbour-master round the island has been hitherto discharged by 
means of a junk fitted for the purpose. Her want of speed and gea- 
wortiness greatly impaired the effective character of her services, and 
has been a serious drawback to the working of the coast and harbour 
ordinance:. 

87. Above all, there is no doubt that a veased of that class was very 
unsuitable to the position of the colony. Wer retention, therefore, 
80 long in the service was only justified by the consideration that the 
duty could not be deferred, but had to be carried out in some way, and 
as the colony at the time was unable to afford a more suitable vessel, 
there was no option in the matter. At present this Government can 
provide a suitable veasel without being guilty of any undue extravagance, 
whilst the recent movemehts of foreign cruisers about the island, and 
the erection of a cordon of Customs’ stations round the colony, are ad- 
ditional reasons why a lesa diacreditable veasel should be procured 
without delay. 

88. The expediency of doing so was considered by myself and the 
Executive Council, and appeared to us sufficiently obvious and urgent 
to justify me in ordering an appropriate veasel to be constructed. So 
far there was no probability of there being any difference of opinion ; 
but when at a second meeting of the Executive Council it was urged on 
me that unless such vessel was fitted with steam engines she would not 
be suitable to the wants of the colony, I felt that the additional annual 
cost entailed by the pay and maintenance of an engineer, expenditure 
7. a &c., could only be justified by the previous sanction of this 

unc: 

89. Therefore if you agree with the members of the Executive 
Council, you will pass the vote, whilst, if you differ from them, you 
can reduce it to such an amount as will leave you with a very desirable 
but leas effective substitute for the vessel which you now possess, and 
which doubtless none of you wish to retain. 

40. Provision has also been made for an assistant superintendent of the 
gaol, as I cannot but look forward with much anxiety to the consequences 
of the resignation, or even absence on leave, of the present very effi- 
cient superintendent, whilst I am also of opinion, an opinion strength-

prosperity inaugurated by the energetic policy of his Excel- 
lency Governor Hennessy. The Legislative Session for 1868 was 


closed by an able speech delivered by the Governor, which we 
subjoin below, and in which will be found a review of the session, 
an exposition of the present situation of the affairs of the colony, 
its resources, revenue, and expenditure, and a confident prediction 
of its future growth and importance. 

The 20th July last was observed, by proclamation of the Go- 
vernor, as a day of general mourning throughout the colony as a 
mark of respect to the memory of TE. the late Sir James Brooke, 
K.C.B., gt of Sarawak, the chief founder and first Governor of 
Labuan. The Government offices were closed ; the flags were half- 
mast high at the Government flagstaff and on the ships in harbour. 
At noon twenty-one minute guns were fired, and from twelve to 
one o’clock all the traders closed their godowns. 

In the way of Legislation, five ordinances have been passed 
during this year which have received the approval of Her Ma- 

esty. No.1 constitutes a Tobacco-tax, No. 2 amends Ordinance 

o. 3 of 1851, No. 3 establishes a Pawnbrokers’-tax, No. 4 has re- 
ference to the Spirit Farm, and amends No. 4 of 1850, and No. 5 
institutes a salt-tax 

We understand that Mr. Wells, of the Singapore Gas Company, 
is forwarding a consignment from Rochore to Labuan by the 
barque Samson, which we are sure will be welcomed in that colony. 
This consignment consists of a quantity of glazed street lam 
im iron frames, fitted for either oil or gas, and intended for the 
town of Victoria and the road leading to Government House. 
We understand Governor Hennessy has arranged for lighting 
the town on the principle that his Government will defray the 
cost of the lamps and lamp-posts, the shopkeepers agreeing to 
contribute the oil. The local traders have cheerfully accepted 
these terms; and we also understand that Mr. A) Lumsden 

qoatemplates utilising the small coal from Tanjong Kubong 
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harbour. This intelligence is another illustration in proof 
of the old adage “that many a true word is spoken in 
jest ;” for it is not three months ago since a facetious corres- 

ondent to his paper attempted to make “light” of Governor 

ennessy’s “squib,” implying that the lightning of Labuan was 
a task which even he could not accomplish. The truth is, Labuan 
only wanted a man of industry, patience, and determination to 
enable the colony to participate in the progressive spirit of the 
age. Even our own town, as our readers may remember, was not 
lit with gas until May, 1864, when Governor Cavenagh turned the 
first valve. 

We see by the London pa; that a fierce controversy has been 
raging between the Opposition and the Government financiers, 
Public economy is the order of the day, and the two great parties 
accuse each other of never practising it. The Liberals say the 
Tories are wasting the public money, and the Tories retaliate by 
pontine to the lavish expenditure at the Admiralty under the 

uke of Somerset, as exposed by Mr. Seeley. The intelligence 
from Labuan may perhaps furnish another and a very sound argu- 
ment on the Government side ; for it is now placed beyond all doubt 
or dispute that Governor Pope Hennessy,a thorough-going Tory, 
has brought the finances of that hitherto unfortunate colony into 
something like order. His administration has put a stop to the 

etual drain on the pockets of John Bull, which has been going 
on in Labuan for the last twenty years, at an average of £4,800 
“rer. It isnot every man who can save the English Exchequer 
a heavy annual outlay, and the Tories have every reason to boast 
that this has now been accomplished by an active member of their 
party. Whatever Governor Hennessy has done to develop the coal 
mines and to increase the commerce of his little island, it is this 
last achievement of his which will associate his name most inti- 
bored with the history of Labuan and with colonial policy gene-

THE OPENING OF THE TANJONG PAGAR DOCK. 
(From the Straits Times.) 

We have seen holidays in Singapore, but never before witnessed 
a day kept in such gala fashion ty all and sundz —Europeans, 
Chinese, Malays, rich and poor, fn fact by the whole of the com- 
munity—as on the occasion of the opening of the new dock at 
Tanjong Pagar. We have to congratulate the directors upon the 
completeness of their arrangements and the very great success 
and order which characterised their being carried out. Not a 
hitch occurred—not an unpleasantness took place to mar the gay 
and festive scene, in which the whole community, from islats 
Councillors downwards, combined to take part. We do not think 
that such a lave assemblage of Europeans and Asiatics ever met 
before on the island, and, indeed, of the former, accustomed as we 


| are to think of them as forming a very small portion of the com- 


munity, the turn-out was somewhat amazing as to number, and 
a convincing proof of how, in spite of depression of trade and 
dulness of business, the place is increasing in size. 

The ceremony itself was a very simple one, and may be very 
shortly described. Ata quarter to eleven o'clock the Governor, 
Lady Ord, and suite, accompanied by the chairman of the Tanjong 
Pagar Company, left the harbour on board the Peiho, which was 
closely followed by the other Government steamer, the Ratnbow. 
At five minutes past eleven the Peiho steamed slowly up to the 
dock gate, from which the caisson had been removed, and was 
immediately taken charge of by the dock officials, who placed 
her safely in her berth at the head of the dock. The Rainbow 
followed, and was moored lower down, and then the caisson was 
replaced. The size of the dock was clearly brought out by these 
two steamers being“placed in it, and still ample room being visibly 
left for another vessel at least. 

On the west side of the dock a large attap structure had been 
erected, some 250 feet long by 30 feet broad ; seats were provided 
all along this pavilion, and in the middle a dais or raised pe 
form, covered with red cloth, was nlaced for the reception o his 
Excellency and party. The Peho was moored opposite this gor- 
geous pavilion. At the porch were stationed the directors of the 
company, Messrs, Adamson, Padday, Joaquim, Whampoa, Kuster- 
mann, and Caldbeck. As soon as the Pecho was anchored, a 
bridge, covered with red cloth, was placed, and his Excellency, 
Lady Ord, and suite landed, and were received with cheers by the 
assembled company. 

His Excellency having landed was conducted, with{Lady Ord, 
to his chair on the dais by the directors. Sir Benson and Lady 
Maxwell were also provided with seats on the dais. 

After the lapse of a short time, to allow the Rainbow to come 
in and the caisson to be'replaced, shutting up the dock, his Excel- 
lency rose and said :— 

He had great pleasure in acocpcing the invitation of sé chairman and 
directors of the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company.% be present at the 
opening of their ncw dock. It was an enterpetse of which everyone in- 
terested in tho progress of the settlemcut and its trade must cordially 
approva “Free trade” was much talked of at the present time; it was a 
question whether “Freedom of trade” would not better express what wa 
meant, but this did not mean to imply that trade was to be left to itsel 
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Trade was a coy maiden, and required coaxing and encouragement to in- 
duce her to settle anywhere and confer her benefits ona people. She 
would not come for the mere asking or wishing, she required to be made 
to feel that it was her interest to take such a step. It was with her as 
with young ladies, who, although their affections might be most deeply 
engaged, were not insensible to the advantages of a good establishment, 
a comfortable home, horses and carriages, and frequent trips to England. 
80 trade would never be insensible to those advantages which she con- 
sidered necessary. Let it, then, be made evident to her that we can offer 
her greater encouragement, greater facilities than our neighbours, and we 
shall soon gain her affections and retain them, if we go the right way 
to work. 

To-day a great step has been taken in this direction; the directors of 
this company have offered and are offering every encouragement to trade 
to come among us, and are deserving of every acknowledgment for their 
efforts. He considered the works to be well executed and very creditable. 
The ergineer who designed them and the engineer who built them, the 
directors who had carried them out, and the shareholders who have found 
the means, all deserve the greatest praise for the benefits they have con- 
ferred upon the colony. It was true that the result of their labours would 
be to their own interest, but no one supposed for a moment that sach 
works as these were undertaken merely and solely for the public good ; 
such iustances of disinterestedness were uncommon; but what they had 
done was this—they had embarked their capital in the enterprise, and 
whether it repaid them, which he sincerely hoped it would, or whether it 
did not, it must serve to benefit the trade of the colony and so indirectly 
everyone concerned in it. 

The new dock, lined throughout with granite, was 450 feet long, by 65 
broad, and 20 deep, and was capable of containing merchant vessels of the 
largest class trading out here, and would take two in ata time. The 
machine shop was well supplied with toola and steam machinery for the 
repair of iron vessels. The wharves, already constructed, would allow of 
some cight or nine vessels being unloaded at a time, the godowns were 
capable of storing some 8,000 tons of merchandise, whilat the coal-sheds 
held some 20,000 tons of coal. 

These advantages it was plain had been appreciated, as it appeared 
that during the last year some 230 vessels, one-third of which were 
steamers, had made use of them. 

Such were the main features of this undertaking, and his Excellency 
‘was confident they would ensure universal approbation. The Governor 
concluded by saying:—‘“ I have been requested to state that the directors 
are desirous that this new dock should be named after our most gracious 
Queen, and I accordingly declare the ‘ Victoria Dock’ to be now opened, 
and in the name of the Singapore community I thank those gentlemen 
whese enterprise has added one more work of such value to the prosperity 
of the settlement, and I am sure all of you will juin me in wishing that 
every success may attend their efforts, and that they may seon find it 
Beceasary to continue their exertions in the same field.” 


The Hon. T. Scott, chairman of the Tanjong Pagar Company, 
replied nearly as follows :— 
Your Excellency,— - 


T would beg, on behalf of my co-directors and myself, to return to you 
our best thanks for your kind and ready courtesy in doing us the honour 
of presiding, as you have just done, at the ceremony of the opening of our 
dock. 

I would aleo desire to tender to Lady Ord, to Lady Maxwell, and to 
those other ladies and friends who have been good enough to come, our 
thanks for the counteszanee they have afforded us by their presence here 
to-day. 

The opening of the dock has beer looked forward to by us with much 
longing and eagerness, for it camnot be concealed that the undertaking has 
been carried on under very considerable difficulties, and has entailed on 
the directors much anxiety. 

Thanks, however, to kind and timely assistance, we have been able to 
struggle on and to bring the work to the state in which you now see it, 
and it is with much pleasure that we have found ourselves enabled to ask 
you to witness the opening of the dock. 

Your Excellency has been pleased to speak of the undertaking ia flatter- 
ing terms, and to wish it success. I sincerely trust that our hopes of suc- 
cess may soon be realised, that the directors may be enabled to make some 
return to the shareholders who have borne the want of dividends with 
much patience. 

I may be permitted to say that the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company is 
not the offspring of a grasping spirit of monopoly, but was originated to 
meet what was felt to be a growing want in this settlement, greater accom- 
modation for docking vessels and facilities for landing and shipping cargo. 

What your Excellency has just stated as to the number of vessels that 
have made use of the wharves will, I think, at once show that greater 
facilities were urgently required, and have been appreciated. I may also 
mention that we have had stored here at one time as much as (16,000) 
sixteen thousand tons of coal. The necessity for more docking accom- 
medation is evidenced by the fact that Mr. Buyers’ Dock, begun’some time 
after the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company (Limited) was formed, but which 
hae been opened for two years, has, during that time, received about 100 
vessels, and that quite recently vessels have had to wait for some time 
before being able to get into a dock. 

The principles on which the Tanjong Pagar Company will be conducted 
will, I trust, always be good work, fair and honest charges—competition, 
straightforward, but as keen and energetic as is possible. Let us not be 
posseased with un envious desire to monopolise everything, but let us en- 

_deavour to be on friendly terms with our neighbours; let us not think it a 
Personal injury if we see a vessel going to another dock, or wharf, but let 
our mutto be, “ Live and let live.” 

Again I beg to thank your Excellency, Lady Ord, Lady Maxwell, and 
all those who have assembled here this day to witness the opening of our 
enterprise. ot 

After Mr. Scott had finished, Mr. Dana, of Mesars. Hutchinson 
and Co., proposed three cheers for the Governor, which were 
heartily given, as were also three cheers for Lady Ord, and this 
concluded the formal part of the ceremony which inaugurated 
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Victoria Dock. Refreshments, provided on @ most liberal scale 
under the able superintendence of Mr. Emmerson, were then 
offered and partaken of by the assemblage. Nothing, indeed, 
seems to have been forgotten for the comfort of the visitors ; even 
the road to the dock had, through the courtesy of the Municipal 
Commissioners, been well watered from the entrance to Tanjong 
Pagar-road, in order to lay the dust. 

he vessels at the w arves of the company, as well as at those 
of the Borneo Company, were all gaily decorated with flags, and 
at the head of the dock there was a tall flagstaff, from the top of 
which there floated in the breeze the white flag of the company, 
with its red cross. 

Shortly after twelve his Excellency and Lady Ord were escorted 
to their carriage, and by one o’clock nearly all the ladies had 
taken their departure. As a natural consequence, the champagne 
began to flow more freely, and the tongues of some of the guests 
got loosened. Several speeches, not in the programme, were made, 
and the healths of the manager and engineer of the dock were 
proposed and enthusiastically received. By two o'clock nearly 
everybody had left, and the day was over so far as the public were 
concerned. 

The Petho and Rainbow were left in dock, as they require some 
slight repairs, such as puinting, &c. They are the first vessels to 
enter the dock, and the company do not make any charge for 
their repairs, in honour of the occasion. 

Such is a short sketch of the opening of the Tanjong Pagar 
Dock. Begun, as the undertaking was, at the time of general 
delirium and reckless speculation, it speaks volumes for the tena- 
city of purpose with which it has been persevered with and car- 
ried to a successful conclusion in the face of all difficulties, while 
other similar enterprises collapsed like a pack of cards. 





Manita.—Mr. Ricketts, H.B.M. Consul, writes to the Governor 
of the Straits Settlements, under date Mauila, Sept. 9. :—*“Sir,— 
With reference to my despatch of the 2&h August last, relative

Commercral Report, 


The following market information is derived from Messrs. 
Olyphant and Co.'s Circular, dated 27th October :— 


IMPORTS. 

SHancHAL—Imported goods generally had been exceedingly dull of 
sale, and in nearly every instance showed a decline from previous quota- 
tions. Nothing whatever had been done in American Drills, Jeans, or 
Sheetings, and prices were nominally even lower for the former than when 
last quoted; say for Drills, Tls. 4.40 to 4.60, nominal; Jeans, Tls. 3.60 
to 3.70, nominal; Sheetings, Tls. 4.20 to 4.30, nominal. British Cottons 
had also declined ; 6$ catty Grey Shirtings being quoted Tls. 2.22 to 
2.25 per piece; White Shirtings and T-Cloths nominally unchanged, but 
rates tending downwards. Very few transactions had occurred in 
Woollens, although former figures were fairly well maintained. Metals 
were quiet and unaltered, except Lead, which was more firmly held, as 
there was a prospect that importations would be again short of require- 
ments for the coming seasun; we quote L.B., Tls. 5.60 to 5.65 per picul. 
Coals remained as last advi-ed, dull and in large supply; American 
Anthracite was quoted, Tls. 12.25 to 12.50, nominal, ex ship. 

Hone Kono.—Markets generally had been very quiet since despatch of 
the last mail. The inquiry for Raw Cotton had lessened very materially, 
while some considerable additions had been made to stocks, and prices had 
declined 50 to 75 cents per picul. A few small sales of Nos. 16 to 24 
Yarn had been made on slightly easier terms, importers still showing a 
desire to realise. Nos. 28 to 32 were firmly held. One parcel of best 88 
to 42 had been sold at $155 per bale. Grey Shirtings were almost entirely 
neglected, and quotations were nominal, but a reduction from the last 
mail’s quotations would have had to be made in order to effect sales, 
T-Cloths had been taken to a limited extent at a decline of a few cents 
per piece. Dutch and English Drills were wanted, but the former were 
entirely, and the latter nearly, out of stock. A small sale of 40 yard 
English was reported at $5.50 per piece. The market was still bare of 
American Cottons. Woovllens generally were a shade firmer. Scarlet 
Long Ells had been sparingly taken at an advance of 10 cents. Assorted 
were unchanged. Spanish Stripes not inquired for. Blankets wanted. 
A few trifling sales of S.S. Assorted Camlets had been made at $16.50. 
Lastings and Crapes were neglected. Metals were dull of sale. Ordinary 
brands of Lead were selling at $6.80 to 6.90 per picul. 


EXPORTS. 

SHanoHat.—Green Teas: A fair business had continued to be transacted 
at prices which were generally easier, but did not admit of any change in 
quotations. Settlements since October 14 amounted to 16,300 half-chests, 
bat arrivals had been extensive, and the stock was nearly 90,000 half- 
chests, including 12,000 Pingsuey and local packed, bat holders showed 
little disposition to give way materially, notwithstanding the accumula- 
tion and the hitherto conservative action of the generality of buyers. 
Black Teas: Transactions had been of very moderate extent, amounting 
to 4,400 chests, at some little decline in prices. Stock remained at about 
24,000 chests. Raw Silk: There had been a steady business in Silk, and, 
in the face of unsatisfactory telegrams from home, prices had advanced 
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about 10 t els on Tsatlees, and 10 to 15 on Taysaims. - Surtements had 
been from 1,000 to 1,200 bales, leaving ia stock from 2,000 to 2,500 bales. 
P.ices in the country continued high, and the market was likely to main- 
tain an upward tendency. : 

Foociiow.—From the 10th to the 17th October the settlements of Ten 
Smounted to about 10,200 chests Congou, at Tls. 8.8 to 20.8 0.b.; 155 
ditto Souchong at Tls. 20.8 to 30.8 o.b. ; 345 half-chests Oolong at Tis. 
27.8 to 29.8 0.b.; and 2,000 boxes scented tea at Tis. 9.05 to 22.8 ob. 
A portion of the Congou settlements were made privr to despatch of the 
mail, but had not then been reported. There was a fairly large supply of 
tonnege for Australia in port, and colonial buyers were the principal 
Operators, nearly all buyers for the English market refraining from pur- 
chasing, owing to the very discouraging advices: thence. Iloldera were 
less firm, and parcels had been settled here and there at a slight decline, 
but no general change could be noted. Teamen reported thit offers for 
Considerable parcels had been made at a reduction of a tael. ‘The arrivals 
to the 17th October amounted to 663,273 chests. Stuck, 55 200 chests, 
There was no change in the Oolong market, buyers evincing no acxiety 
to commence business, and owners none to effect sales, Airivals to October 
17th amounted to 170,221 half-chests, Stock, 89.200. The only departure 
had been the Mary for New Zealand with 209,729 Ibs. tea. 

Asoy.—A few trifling settlements of Congous had been made at un- 
changed figures, but in Oolongs nothing had been done. Holders, how- 
ever, were willing to make some concessions, though not sufficient to 
iaduce buyers to operate, and should the latter remain firm, a material 
redaction would no doubt take place. 

Canton.—There was little of interest to report, the markets having con- 
tinued very quiet. Teas had remained without encu'ry, but there was no 
change in prices, although teamen would more readily dispose of their 
stocks. Silk, for the moment, was neglected, the business last reported 
having been so very large. Re-reeled Cumchook was firm at $560. A 
sale of 400 piculs Cassia at $21.25 to 21.50 was reported, said to be dis 
tined for America,

28rd September. Since the date of our last circular business has con- 
tinued very dull for this season of the year, but the Presidential election, 
and afierwards the close money market have been the means, no doubt, of 
causing the inactivity, Black Teas: Oolongs have only been inquired 
for in small lots and of low quality. There is no disposition to take hold 
of large parcels, except at a concession of two or three cents gold per Ib. 
Uncoloured Japans were dealt in rather extensively at the beginning of 
the month, two full cargos changing hands, but latterly they have been 
quite dull, the line demand being almost entirely for low priced teas, but 
not common. Sales are 27,000:packages. Inquiries exist for low broken 
leaf and good common Souchongs in bond, but transactions are very 
moderate for want of stock. Green Teas have continued in moderate 
request, and the arrivals from England have almost entirely sup- 
plied the demand, being disposed of at lower rates than holders of 
direct importations are willing to accept. Sales, 9,000 packages. 
The following is from Messrs. Babe and Co.’s Circular, dated Nov. 20: 
—During the past fortnight transactions in tea have been on a limited 
acale, 5,568 half-chests Green, and 2,850 half-chests Japan, covering the 
entire sales from first hand. The only feature of special interest at the 
moment is the opening of business in new crop greens by the sale this 
week of 3,508 half-chests, jast to hand from San Francisco, being a part 
of the shipments per Costa Rica, from Shanghai. Prices realised for 
these goods show an advance upon the opening rates of last season of 
fully five (5) cents per pound gold. The market for Japans rules dull at a 
decline of two (2) to three (3) cents per pound on prices current a month 
since. For Ovlongs of old crop there is little or .no inquiry, and sales 
could not be made without a farther concession in prices. We note con- 
tinued receipts, to a moderate extent, of various kinds of Tea from the 
London markets, and these, with part of the shipments ex Costa Rica, 
constitute the additions to our supply since our last. The import from 
Ast January to 6th November was 35,592,500 Ibs. against 35,086,300 Ibs. 
during the corresponding period last year; the deliveries were 82,878,400 
Ibs. against 34,382,000 Ibs.; the stock on the 6th November was 
11,063,900 Ibs. against 10,339,800 Ibs. 

Srvx.—Messrs. Heywood and Co. report as follows :—The market is de- 
pressed and dull, after the auction sale of the 12th November. The manu- 
Zacturers are now fairly stocked, and we anticipate a limited business for 
the remainder of the year. There is some little inquiry for fine Taysaams | 
and good rereeled Tsatle.

THE “ROB ROY” CANOE ON THE SUEZ CANAL. 


The plucky owner of the now celebrated Rob Roy canoe, having, we 
suppose, explored all the waters of Europe, has turned his attention to 
those of Egypt, and in the following ably-written letter addressed to 
the Editor of The Times gives the result of his experiences as far as 
the Suez Canal is concerned, which will be found highly interesting :— 

“The Suez Canal Company have been fourteen years at work upon 
their gigantic labour, and as they announce positively that the canal 
will be opened within a year from the present time, perhaps you will 
allow me to give a brief account of its present appearance, as seen 
during a very careful examination of the whole line from my canoe. 

‘‘The canal is to be 100 miles long, and 100 yards wide (at the 
water's edge). The depth throughout will be 25 feet in the middle. 
The direction is nearly north and south, with a few turnings, but no 
locks or bridges. There will bea slight tidal current along it, but no 
one can say at what intervals. Already about fifty miles of the cut is 
filled with salt water, and is traversed daily by numerous small vessels 
and some steam-launch mailboats, while the countless barges, dredges, 
and coalboats, all worked by screw propellers, which ply day and night, 
make a din and bustle in the sandy desert very unromantic indeed 
but exceedingly interesting to observe. 

“Of this fifty miles many parts are not wide enough yet for large 
vessels, and only a small portion is excavated to the full depth. The 
remainder of the canal is more or less dug out. While some parts are 
quite dry, others are put under water to moisten the sand§; others 
have great blastings of rocks, and one long section of twenty miles 
has to wait until the sea is admitted into the great dry baain of a 
fatare lake. 

“‘The sensation of wonder at the prodigious scale of the operations 
in progress increases day by day as one moves along what seems to be 
a wide river with villages on the banks and smoky funnels and white 
sails on the surface. The hydraulic machines, which groan and snort 
and rattle their chains as they work, are of enormous size ; and though 
each of them seems to be pouring forth a volume of mud, yet the 
mind finds it hard to believe that all of these together can lift up and 
throw over the banks enough to make any appreciable progress be- 
tween yesterday and to-day. The sand dredged from below is either 
carried out to sea in barges or (further inland) is delivered in a stream 
from a lofty iron tube, 220 feet long, with ita month over one bank, 
or it is hoisted up an iron inclined plane and cast upon the shore, 
until the heap on each side of the water is fifty feet high. The engines 
for this purpose are forty in number, and each of them cost £40,000. 
The expenses at present amount to £20,000 every month, and the 
work has already absorbed eight millions sterling. : 

*« Port Said is the little town at the north entrance of the canal. I[t 
is built of wood, with wide, straight streets, and houses that look like 
brown paper, and that would burn from end to end in ten minutes. 
Hotels, cafés, shops, and bazaars are crowded by 6,000 people of every 
ae but with the Greek and Levantine element largely prepon- 

erating. 

««The two long piers of the harbour stretch their white arms into the 
gea, but the area enclosed seems very small and completely exposed 
to the northerly gales. These piers are made of blocks of sand, ce- 
mented with lime, each block being cast separately in a mould, and 
then carried out to its place ina barge. The magnitude of this part 
of the work may be faintly estimated when we know that each*block 
weighs ten tons, and that there are 25,000 of them. 

‘* Ismailia is the pretty town half-way along the canal, which here 
enters the lake Timsah (‘crocodile lake’). Here the Arabs and their 
camels and the jackals of the desert are alongside the steamboats, the 
whirring lathes and sounding forge-hammers of the company’s work - 
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shops, the tall poles of the electric telegraph, and the hot rails of the 
railway, while,a cool and sweet’ draught of Nile water may be had from 
the fresh-water canal which comes hither all the way from Cairo, and 
then branches out north and south along the whole extent of the salt- 
water canal. - 

“The sweet-water canal is already a blessing to Egypt. It is from 
thirty to forty feet wide, and boats with all sorts of cargoes are towed 
through it by men on foot, or sail along gaily if there is a breeze to 
fill their snowy wings. - My canoe excited the greatest delight amo! 
all this river population, both when she skimmed over the water wit! 
her blue sails, or rested by the bank with her cabin rigged up, and 
my dinner cooked, and my little reading lamp and mosquito curtains 
arranged for the night. I managed to sleep thus in the canoe very 
comfortably, though the nights are cold ; and on Lake Timsah a jackal 
paid me a visit at a very unfashionable hour by moonlight. During 
one day a violent gale swept across the canal. To look at the Desert 
was to see a vast yellow picture of men and jcamels dimly floating in 
agea of sand without any horizon. The quantity of sand whisked 
from the plain and cast into the canal water by a wind like this will 
be a serious matter to deal with. One ounce of sand per square yard 
amounts to five hundred tons on the whole canal, and the wind some- 
times blows in this way fora month together. 

“ At Chaloof I found 14,000 men at work. They labour very hard 
indeed, running up the hill with baskets of sand on their heads. 
About 1,000 donkeys walk in long lines with neat mat basketa on 
their backs. In curious and close contrast to these siraple carriers the 
mighty power of steam toils and puffs as it hurls up huge bulke of 
heavy clay, and it is, perhaps, only in Egypt one covid see human and 
animal power exerted in such competition with seam power. The 
labourers are sent from all parts of Egypt. They must come, but they 
are highly paid—from 2f. to 3f. per day. Prices both of labour and 
of food have risen very much since the canal has been begun, but the 
supply of fish has rapidly increascd. The salt water canal teems with 
fish-oue of them leaped across my canoe a few minutes after I first 
set sail; and on the fresh-water canal I stopped once to receive a letter 
from a messenger, and while putting it into my breast-pocket as I sat 
in the canoe a beautiful little fish sprang from the water into the same 
pocket with the letter. The spectators were loud in their congratula- 
tions at this ‘lucky omen,’ and I had the fish broiled for dinner. The 
officers of the Malabar troopship were very kind to me ; also the cap- 
tain of the Feroze, which is waiting to take Lord Mayo to India. The 
expedition for the aurvey of Sinai left here a few days ago, and we ex- 
pect Dr. Livingstone to arrive next week. The interest felt about this 
great man is intense. A special correspondent of a well-known Ameri- 
can newspaper is waiting in readiness to telegraph all he can gather on 
the subject to New York. 

“ At this, the Red Sea end, the works of the canal seem very far be- 
hind. The entrance port has all the obstacles of a shallow mouth, 
soft and shifting sand for bottom, and an irregular tide eddying 
about in a most puzzling manner. When the passage from the 
Mediterranean to the Red Sea is opened to the world it is intended 
to tow vessels through it by a tug working along a chain which lies 
at the bottom of the canal. Steamers are not to be allowed to use 
their own paddles or engines for fear of damaging the soft sloping 
banks of the canal by the ‘ wash’ thus created. The difficulty of tow- 
ing a vessel of 2,000 tons in this manner when the wind presses her to 
one side is an objection to the whole scheme, which I have heard no 
feasible answer to, and as I have been towed in this way for hundreds 
of miles in my yawl, and was compelled to tow my canoe myself for a 
whole day on this canal, I cannot help urging this point distinctly, 
while carefully abstaining from expressing opinions ag to the pro- 
bable return which the outlay on the whole scheme may reasonably 
expect to receive in the future. 

“During the fortnight I have passed on the salt-water canal, the 
fresh-water canal, and the two lakes, Menzaleh and Timsah, I have 
been most kindly treated by all the officers of the company and by 
hundreds of Arabs, Nubians, Greeks, and even Chinese, who always 
cluster round my little canoe. Somctimes, it is true, I found it ad- 
visable to show, among other things, my pistol capped and cocked, 
but all of us were good-humoured in our intercourse, and the friend- 
ship commenced by a pleasant laugh together is, 1 always find, the 
best in the end among barbarians of that sort. I have now brought 
my former dragoman from Syria, and intend to paddle down the 
Damietta branch of the Nile while he takes my heavy luggage in a 
boat. Then, having crossed Lake Menzaleh, I shall take the canoe to 
Damascus, and launch her upon the rivers Abana and Pharpar, which 
have never had such a thing as a boat on them, and then to the 
sources of the Jordan and Lake Huleh, where there must be something 
to discover, before I descend the Jordan into the Lake of Gennesareth.

New Cuarts.—From the Hydrographic Office of the Admiralty 
there has just been issued a large thin book entitled ‘‘ Pilot Charts 
for the Atlantic Ocean.” Four of the charts represent a year, one for 
each quarter; and in each one the prevalent winds and weather over 
the North and South Atlantic Oceans are indicated, so that any pilot 
or captain may ascertain what wind and weather he is likely to fall in 
with wherever he may happen to be. As the whole surface of the 
charts is divided into sections like a chess-board, reference to any one 
is easy, while ample explanation is given in the marginal notes. The 
engraving is well executed, and presents the subject clearly to the eye. 
Capt. Richards, the hydrographer under whose care these charts have 
been published, explains that they are not founded on data so rigorous 
as those required in charts involving the safety of navigation, and are 
to be regarded simply as aids to the navigator—but most valuable 
aids, for they will assist him in carrying his ship across those parts of 
the ocean concerning which there is at present much diversity of 
opinion and practice. The fifth chart represents the currents of the 
whole of the Atlantic, and we are glad to see that this publication is 
to be followed by a similar series for the Pacific and Indian Oceans. 
They will be highly interesting to others as well as mariners. 
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THE YANGCHOW DIFFICULTY. 
(THE TIMES.) 


The missionary zeal of our country, coming into collision, as it does, 
with every religion, every opinion, and every institution in the world, 
is becoming a fertile source of political embarrassment. Any day we 
may hear that Her Majesty’s representat‘ves at foreign cities or ports, 
as well as her forces by land or by sea, have been engaged with more 
or less activity in backing up persons hitherto unknown in under- 
takings upon which the State has never been consulted and upon which 
it must still remain ignorant. A company of missionaries assuming 
the title of the ‘‘Chinese Inland Mission” proposes to plant and 
establish come denomination of the Christian faith in the interior of 
Chins. The atlempt has the sanction of all ages and countries in the 
civilised world, inasmuch as we should never have been what we are 
but for similar operations many centuries ago. To the principle there 
can be no objection whatever, nor will any be alleged. But it is 
quite as easy to disturb and annoy a foreign people, and even to give it 
just offenc2, in a good cause as in a bad one ; nay, pe~haps somewhat 
easier, as it is notorious tiat people are less disposed to recognise 
what may be c:lled the 'aws of the game and trifling punctilios 
when they stand, as they think, on the impregnable ground of absolute 
justice and truth. If persons whose ambition is confined to smuggling 
prohibited cargoes or cheat'ng !the foreign custom-houses have some- 
times brought us all into trouble, and engaged us in wars we take no 
pone to think about, much more may these consequences be appre- 

ended when the design ia to demolish the ancient faith and overthrow 
the peculiar institutions of an empire. It stands to reason that the 
Gospel of peace ought not to be made an occasion of universal war; 
and when we revert to the early precedents bearing on the question 
we find that the Apostles and early missionaries certainly did not pro- 
pagate their faith under the protection of armies and fleete. They did 
not bring war in their train, and avenge themselves upon unbelieving 
hearers or ribald persecutors by invoking fire from heaven and destroy- 
ing their place and theirnation. The argument of fire and sword was first 
imported into polemics by an Arabian fanatic in the seventh century, 
and in British eyes is now utterly abominable. We all dread the least 
approach to it, and are carefully searching our laws and customs in 
order to eradicate every trace of the evil. When, therefore, we read 
that imposing displays of force are made, heavy guns pointed against 
quiet inland cities, and severe ‘‘ ultimatums” addressed to municipal 
authorities, all on behalf of men whose mission is to preach and pray, 
we may be excused if we ‘eel rather shocked, and if we venture to say 
theie must be something wrong about it. 


These Missionaries, after trying to force their way first in one city, 
then in another, and finding the people as well as the authorities dead 
against them, thought they had found an opening in Yangchow, on the 
Grand Canal, fifteen miles from the great river Yang-tze, and the clas- 
ter of popular cities at its mouth. Here they made themselves com- 
fortable with their families, adopted the Chinese dress, and set about 
the work of conversion. What doctrines they preached, and what they 
denounced, we are not told, and all that actually appears in the in- 
telligence is the antagonism between the two systems, the native and 
the foreign. As every man in China is educated upon the ancient 
system of his country, and every man’s place and expectations depend 
on his proficiency in it, the proficients must feel they have the greatest 
possible stake in the question. This, in fact, they do feel. They 
gee the overwhelming power of the foreigner in the appeal to 
ormg, in policy, and other matters; and they see nothing but a social 
catastrophe in the success of his inroads upon the national belief. The 
foreigner is formidable enough in arts, arms, and trade. What will 
become of them all if he succeeds in undermining and demolishing, as 
he must do, that fabric of thought, sentiment, and etiquette upon 
which, as on the branches of a tree, every man in China has his perch ? 
It was to prevent this consummation that for ages the Chinese have 
excluded the foreigner. He has done his best to force his way in. 
Jesuits have tried in vain, or with only a brief success, and with ter- 
rible consequences to their converte, as well as to themselves. What 
we see to-day is only the ancient war. It is stated that the missionaries 
were followed and beset by a conspiracy of the Literati, or educated 
men, with the connivance of the authorities, and with the aid of the 
Tartar soldiers, brought over by the usual means. Curiously 
horrible calamnies are circulated against the missionaries and 
their creed. A mob—a mercenary mob, not of the populace—is 
assembled; and the missionaries are forcibly expelled, with the 
loss of their houge and all their property, and with severe personal 
pe pte Up to this point the narrative reads not very unlike one 

the chapters in the life of the firat ‘‘ Apostle to the Gentiles.” 
What follows isa chapter in the history of the British Empire. It 
Aga us with the intervention of Her Majesty's Consul-General at 

ha.ighai ; his abortive visit to the offending Prefect ; his progress in 
Her Majesty’s ship Rinaldo to the Viceroy at Nankin; the trickery 
of the Prefect defeated by the promptitude of the British Consul- 
General ; and the negotiation with the Viceroy under the guns of the 
Rinaldo. All this reads as if it were stereotyped. Nor will the rest 
be very strange to English ears. The guns of the Rinaldo obta‘n the 
usual full amends in the shape of dismissals, punishments, compensa- 
tions, humiliations, and a public inscription on stone for all readers 
for all time. All is settled, and the Church is triumphant. Suddenly 
the Captain of the Rinaldo falls sick, and, instead of taking his passage 
in one of the steamers plying regularly down the river, chooses to go 
back in his own ship. The guns once out of sight, everything is 
changed, and the negotiation is fruitless. Thus far it is evident that at 
the city first introduced to Enropean notice by Marco Polo the Gospel 
can only be preached under the guns of the Rinaldo. 

Besides the fact that both in China and in Japan the Missionaries of 
our faith have always contributed largely to their own failure by their 
imprudent conduct and extravagant pretensions, it ought not to be 
targotten already, before the close of thia present year, that the quarrel 
of Europe with the Abyssinian Emperor arose out of the political in- 
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discretions of some missionaries. It is idle to proclaim the doctrine 
of non-intervention, and the right of every nation to manage its own 
affairs, if we are to be liable to be called in every year to avenge the 
quarrels of missionaries upon whose character, selection, operations, 
and discipline the British Government has no check whatever. It can 
oblige its own servants to observe the rules of common sense and 
international civility. It can impress upon them that nobody can 
expect to do with public sanction, or even impunity, in a foreign land 
what he would not be permitted to do at home. If a Confucian Propa- 
gandist presented himself in this metropolis, and began to assail pub- 
licly our faith, the Book that contains it, and the men who preach it, 
he would certainly fare ill, and would not be protected, or even com- 
nated for injuries and losses. Mr. Murphy has had to hold his 
and, and we cannot think he would be allowed more license if he 
chose to carry his operations into France, Germany, or even New York. 
The substitution of one faith for another isa most delicate operation 
and the work of time. It isnot to be done with hard words, often 
worse than hard blows. In the great examples that should be always 
in the mind of every missionary there was a careful adaptation, aad 
even accommodation, to the opinions, the traditions, the reli- 
gion, and the philosophy of the people addressed. If our cor- 
respondent be correctly informed, the English missionaries ne- 
glect this rule by needlessly outraging the sentiment which 
reigns supreme in every soul in China, and is the foundation of 
their religions and moral system. They worship their ancestors. Is 
that so shocking? Can it be even proved to be unreasonable? Is it 
so utterly repugnant to British feelings? Has it no countenance in 
that mass of endless genealogies so often found lying on an English- 
man’s Bible? Can any missionary pretend to prove that a Chinaman’s 
remotest ancestor is not now existing, taking part in present affaira, 
and hearing the prayers of his progeny in the flesh ? And, after all, 
is not such a belief a very fair foundation to proceed upon in paving the 
way for the Gospel? At all eventa, it is very hard that the British 
people are to be forced into a quarrel, as disgraceful as it may prove 
costly, because persons never heard of before are hoping to convert 
the Chinese by telling them their ancestors, if they exist at all, are 
not worth worshipping, and had best be forgotten. This cannot be 
the way to begin with, and even if the missionaries succeed in ration- 
alising their Chinese disciples up to this sublime conclusion, they will 
have to tum their attention to their fellow-countrymen at e, 
who still worship their ancestors, as substantially, perhaps, as the 
Chinese do.

It is a thousand pities that our missionaries cannot add the “ wisdom 
of serpents” to the ‘barmlessness of doves.” For want of the double 
qualification, recommended by Scripture itself, we are as likely as not to 
have serious trouble in the Shanghai districts of China, and perhaps even 
another costly war. A set of worthy gentlemen, accredited by pious ee- 
cieties in this country, take advantage of our “treaty rights” to preach 
the Gospel in the cities of the Celestial Empire. Nothing more excellent 
or praiseworthy could be imagined, and it il] becomes ‘finified ” critics to 
jest at such men, who, with their lives in their hands, expound what they 
hold to be infallible truth to the Oriental peoples. Some of these emissa- 
ries, who belong to the ‘‘ Chinese Inland Mission,” had established them- 
selves during the last vear or two at Yangchow, a tewn of importanoo. 
near Nanking. Yangchow was a very good starting place; for it was 
there that Marco Polo governed under Kublai Khan six centuries age, 
and therefore the spot is somewhat Europeanised by its tradi- 
tions. But the mission was quickly ascailed by those whem 
its members would very justly describe as “sons of Belial.’” 
The Literati, or educated caste, of the Chinese hate and dread the 
Christian propagandists, who preach against Confucius, and denounee 
the most cherished doctrines of the established faith of China, Accord- 
ingly, with placards in flaming vermilion and green characters, these Coe- 
les.ial graduates and undergraduates have been stirring up the populace 
against the mission. They have given cut that the missionaries are a mest 
destable class of persons. To propitiate public opinion the Christian teachers 
dress in the costume of the country, and do everything elee consistent with 
their own objects; but they have been accused of kidnapping little childnen 
to boil them down for medicine; of feeding habitually on the hearts and 
livers of human beings; and of turning Chinamen into ‘ foreign devils” 
by means of magica’ drugs. Their religion was abused in worus which a.e 
horrible and impossible to repeat ; ard, after several menacing demonsira- 
tiona, the Yangchow mob rose on the 22nd of August last, and fairly 
stormed the mission-house. The ladies had to throw their children from 
the back windows and jump out after them. Mr. Reid, the head of the 
party, lost an eye by the savage violence of the assailants, and was res- 
cued from death, along with h's companions, only by the intervention of 
the official guard. The Chinese authorities shipped the mission off at on09 
to Chinkiang, and the mob proceeded to gut the residence of the members. 
Having got hold of the Yangchow citizen who let the house to the mis- 
sionaries, they first imprisoned him and then tortured him in a horrible 
manner. 

Of course, sach conduct conld not be tolerated, and Her Majesty's Con- 
sul at Shanghai, Mr. Medhaurst, very properly sent up the Rinaldo frigate 
to Chinkiang, and ran her guus out, while he went on shore under their 
protection to demand satisfaction. But for the presence of the ship-o'— 
war there would have been rno.her dangerous riot ; for the Literati weve 
busily stirring up the Tartars, in order that the Viceroy of the province 
might be made to think that the people were really uncontrollable in their 
hatred of the Chris.ian. Mr. Medhurst stopped this move by landing 
with his marines and blue jackets, and then went on to Yangchow to 
demand the punishment o- the placarders and the release of the unlucky 
owner of the mission-house. The Yangchow mandarin was terrified, but 
impracticable ; so our Consul resolved to appeal to the Viceroy at Nan- 
king, and hastened thither w'thout waiting for the mandarin. All 
was going perfectly well; the Governor at Nanking was quite willing to 
concede the demands of the British Consul, that the instigators of the 
riot should be punished ; that a fine of 2,000 taels should be paid by the 
town of Yangchow; that the lessee of the house shonid be at on cc re 
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The following letter, signed “M. A.,” also appeared in the Daily 
Telegraph :— 





“eased; that the proclamation declaring foreigners to have the right of 
Tesiding unmolested in the inland towns should be engraved upon stone— 
- the emphatic Chinese way of proclaiming laws—and placed in a con- 
apicuous position. At this promising juncture of affairs, Captain Bush, 
commanding the Rinaldo, was guilty of what seems the most astonish- 
ing forgetfulness of duty, by withdrawing his vessel. The excuse 
ig that he was unwell; but it appears that he could have 
gone back to Shanghai in a steamer; and the British com- 
munity are therefore not unnaterally incensed at the conduct of 
the Rinaldo’s commander. No sooner wera the guns of the frigate 
out of sight than the Viceroy changed his tone; he withdrew his 
concessions, became insolent instead of polite, and would agree to give 
no more than Tis. 1,000 as a fine instead of Tls. 2,000; while, althoagh 
he still consented to issue the notification requested, he refused to have it 
engraven upon stone. Mr. Medhurst could only withdraw in indignation 
to Shanghai, to place the matter in the hands of Her Majesty's prin- 
cipal Representative, Sir Rutherford Alcock, who will have trouble 
enough to restore our damaged prestige. The effect upon the excited 
populace has already been bad—the paper proclamations of the Viceroy, 
repeating that the foreigners have the right to live at peace in Yangchow 
and similar places, have been contemptuously torn down, and a counter 
notification has been issued by the victorious placarders at that spot and 
Chinkiang. This document, which is signed by “The Chinese People,” 
protests that any house let to the Christian missionaries will be burned, 
along with its occupants, and that the lessor will be tortured or roasted 
to death. So here is a ‘‘very pretty quarrel as it stands,’ and a dismal 
additional proof that, somehow, the “ Gospel of Peace” is constantly 
made in the hands of its exponents a perfect firebrand of trouble and war. 
4 But wherein,” it will be asked, “are the missionaries to blame for thus 
unpleasantly disturbing our rapidly extending relations with the Chinese?” 
‘We will explain why we think they are very much to blame, and we do 
no in the interest of their own noble and courageous efforts to enlighten 
the four hundred millions who follow the precepts of Confacias. The 
missionaries go utterly wrong in their methods. Of Course if they believe 
that the Goepel must be crammed down the throat of Buddhist or Foh-ite, 
there ia no hope of wiser counsel. But the example of the Great Apostle 
at Athens is surely the right one to follow. He stood upon Mars-bill, 
and, taking up the dedication to the “ Unknown God” from one of 
the Greek altars, he met the nameless desire, and wrote the new know- 
lodge im the blank space of their belief. Look at what China is! 
There are, as we have said, four hundred millions of men, including 
Coreans, Cochin-Chinese and others who follow the body of morals and 
doctrines instituted by the immortal Chinese teacher. Are these base 
morals? Assuredly not. Confucius taught emphatically the deathless 
life of the spiritual part; he perceived and declared the imperishability 
alike of matter, foros, and individual existence; he proclaimed, under 
the symbol of Tien, the infinite blue vault of Heaven, a one and only God, 
omnipotence, omnipresent, and divine. He has saturated China with the 
most spiritual beliefs, mingled,fdoubtless, with many corruptions and ab- 
surdities. No nation is better convinced that man is immortal than the Chi- 
nese. The word “death” mever enters into their great master’s philosophy. 
To this day they repeat his beautiful formula, and say that such a one has 
“returned to his family.” Confucius made filial duty and affection 
g religion for a wonderful swarm of human beings; and in the grace- 
f-1 and elevated custom of the “worship of ancestors,” he anticipates 
one of Comte’s few profound verities, and has established, upon the basis 
of a true philosophical doctrine, the unity of past with present and 
fatere, the oneness of humanity under the Common Father. In morals 
Corfacius urged unceasingly the golden law of “doing as we would be 
done by ;” and if his “Ly-King,” or “system of conduct ” is stiff in 
its organisation of society, and intensely repressive of national ex- 
pansion in thought, it is full of admirable rules which have made the 
Seric population what they are—no barbarians, but a capable and most 
remarkable portion of our race. Consequently Confucius is a great fact 
in China, and although emperor and peasant alike burn gilt paper to idols, 
and offer up superstitious prayers to the “ invisible mother of Heaven ” 
and other deities never named by their teacher, all alike recur to him with 
@ pure reverence, and the worship of his name is universal. ‘ Now, wise 
men, introducing the larger and more advanced truths of Christianity into 
gach a country, should build upon the firm foundations which they find. 
They should boldly and gladly recognise the lofty Koong-foo-tze as one of 
the many inspired instructors of mankind whom Providence has sent. ‘‘To 
each nation,” the Koran says, “Allah has given a prophet in its own 
tongue; ” and the servants of Christ ought to have enough of His spirit 
to grasp eagerly at the help which ie afforded by such truth as a heathen 
population already possesses. The worthy missionaries have gone 
about denouncing Confucius, and driving Chinese orthodoxy mad by 
inveighing against the reverent rites paid to ancestors, and other things 
which have in them a germ of the most beautifal Christian verity. The 
Christian teachers might have made, and should have made, friends with 
the Literati, by praising what was noble in the national creed, and point- 
ing out how the fuller moral doctrines and the brighter faith of Galilee ex- 
plain and enlarge the best tenets of the sage of Shantung. Not compro- 
mnising with the really false and evil part of Chinese religious customs, they 
ought to have done what St. Paul did before the Areopagites, and have be- 
gan by saying, “Him, therefore, whom ye ignorantly worship, that God 
preach I unto you.” But the ardour and zeal of these excellent men leave 
them no room for judgment, and not much for the requisite large learning 
of such an enterprise. They try for ever to drive the wedge of enlight- 
ened belief iu by the thick end. What they did in India, where they have 
for a century fought Brahmanism in vain with the Brabmanical side of 
Christianity, they repeat in China, where they contend hopelessly against 
Confucianism with such dogmatism as characterises the least successful 
methods of Confucius. The result of those well-meaning but helpless 
efforts will always be failare, and sometimes, as here, serious and annoy- 
ing Imperial troubles; nor can the sublime faith which the missionaries 
heroically serve extend its conquests into Asia, until religious truth shall : 
be regarded as no monopoly of any one continent or people, but as a light and of the Chinese people, and of the commercial and manufacturing inte- 
which shines everywhere, and which needs to be fostered, not rekindled, | rests of Great Britain.—Yours faithfully, 
by those who have the “eyes to see” and the “‘ larger day.”

MR. H. N. LAY ON OUR RELATIONS WITH 
CHINA. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The Times having sent home a 
circumstantial account of the Yang-chow affair, Mr. Lay has 
addressed to the Editor of the leading journal the following letter 
on the subject :-—~ 


Sir,—The letter of your Correspondent from Shanghai, in your issue of 
yesterday, upon the posture of affairs in China, is of ominous import, and 
Well calculated to arrest public attention. It revea's a state of things 
more serious than may appear to the casual reader. It shows that weare 
drifting into another war, into the causes of which, let us hope, we stzall 
not, as heretofore, begin to make inquiry when we are embarked beyond 
remedy. “A stitch in}time saves nine.” This timely warning I would 
venture to sound. The events which are transpiring strikingly verify the 
progneetications of an article on the subject of foreign relations with 
China which appeared in The Times of the 11th of September last. The 
apprehensions there indicated are being confirmed, and unless our course 
of action at Peking is speedily remodelled, we shall, I apprehend, find our- 
selves involved in a fresh war. 


From the able letter of your correspondent it seems plain that the 
Chinese Government has set its old Canton policy in motion. é 
of the Taepings through our aid, it is industriously, though se- 
cretly, at work, sowing the seeds of enmity between the foreigner and 
the people, with the set purpose of rendering the peaceful extension of 
our intercourse, otherwise certain, hopeless. Precisely what happened ‘at 
Canton is happening now. Instead of Lin and Yeh, we have Teahg 
Kwohéon. The Aterats are put forward as a blind, the presumed ignorarice 
of the foreigner of the constitution of the Chinese Government being 
counted on as enabling it to disavow their acts unchallenged, if aud wren 
convenient. But in truth it would be as possible for the half-pay officers 
of our navy to commission one of Her Majesty’s ships for a warlike cruise, 
without the orders of the Board of Admiralty, as it would be for the 
Kiterati to take action against foreigners without the express authority 
of their superiors. And in China no person, whether belonging to the 
official or non-official class, would dare to do aught that would implicate 
his Government without first seeking its sanction and approval. If ‘he 
did it would certainly be at the risk of his head. Lying proclamatioas 
are now put forth as before. The “ boiling of babies” by our missien- 
aries is the cry ; the ignorant masses are easily excited ; and the savagery 
which belief in such a report is sure to arouse may be readily understoed, 
and the mischief is that the demon of passion once loosed is not to be laid 
without bloodshed. The Canton populace, under the misguidance ‘of 
Governor Yeh, burnt our settlement to the ground, and sowed the ground 
with salt, and the war of 1856 was protracted till 1860. If we would 
not see our settlements at the other ports treated after the same fashion, 
it behoves us to pay some heed to Chinese affairs while there is yet time. 

The China Mail says :— 

“The result of our present policy in China is that on ev side we 
hear of hostility against foreigners at Wu-chang, Kiu-kiang, Formosa, 
Chefoo, Chin-kiang, and Yang-chew. From every part of Ohina we 
hear complaints of the Chinese authorities resisting the clearest and mest 
unquestionable claims.” 

The North China Herald of the 14th of October reports that a detach- 
ment of Chinese troops had been sent down from Peking to drive sway 
the foreigners from the recently-discovered gold mines at Chefoo—a 
proof—the treaty violation which the act carries aside—of the real spirit 
by which the Chinese mandarins are animated. Are we to cast to he 
winds all past experience, and suffer an ignorant and ill-advised Govern- 
ment, to which we have rendered such substantial service, and which is 
dependent fer its existence upon the assistance we are at this very mement 
rendering in the collection of its Custems revenue, to involve us in a.ds- 
astrous conflict with its people? This is the question we have -now to 
meet. 


That the movement we see in progress in the different parts of China 
emanates from the Court of Peking, without whose bidding no provincial 
governor can move hand or foot, I unhesitatingly aver a8 my solemn con- 
yiction. The present disturbances are fomented under the mistaken fdea 
that they will further its endeavours to render nugatory the important 
clauses of the Treaty of Tienstin, in virtue of which we are entitled, after 
ten years’ patient waiting, to access to the interior of the empire. The 
slightest recession from the terms of that compact at this juncture would 
be the most fatal mistake in the real interest of the Chinese Government,

THE CHINA MISSION. 

WE have nothing more to report at present as to the 
- doings of the China Mission. The expectation that its work 
here would be completed in time for a migration to Paris 
before the close of the year can of course be no longer enter- 
tained, the sudden collapse of Mr. Disraz1i’s Ministry having 
necessarily postponed the resumption of negotiations until 
Mr. Guapstone’s Cabinet is formed, and a new Foreign Secre- 
tary fairly installed in office. Whatever may be said against 
the out-going Government, it will be difficult to findamong the 
ranks of the Liberal party a Foreign Secretary who possesses 
the admirable qualifications of Lord StanLEY—especially that 
frank, manly, straightforward honesty which, coupled with 
his undoubted determination of character, has completely 
routed many of our old-fashioned ideas as to the value of 
that shifty, dodging, deceitful science called diplomacy. Lord 
Stanuey would have promptly distinguished the wheat from 
the chaff in any propositions made to him on behalf of China, 
and would—as promptly—have rejected the latter. But we 
still hear to our sorrow rumours that Lord RusseLi—that 
“meddle and muddle” official who has dragged England 
through so much diplomatic dirt—is to have a seat in the 
new Cabinet, although without office ; and if the new Foreign 
Secretary—Lord CiaRENDoN seems to be fixed on for the 
post—is to be prompted by his lordship, we may expect 
a wretched exhibition of weakness; an alternation, pro- 
bably, of bluster and timidity that will land us at last 
in another disastrous China war. If at any period of 
our intercourse with China the greatest degree of firm- 
ness was requisite to hold our own, and make good our 
position against planned and premeditated encroachments, 
it is requisite now. To the already numerous points arising 
out of the question of treaty revision that has been so long 
pending, there are the comparatively new ones of mining 
enterprise, roads and railways to facilitate it, telegraphs, and 
now what is becoming known as “ the Yangchow complica- 
tion,” which revives in a dangerous form what has always 
been one of the most serious elements of trouble in the rela- 
tions between China and Christian countries, To usit appears 
that by far the most satisfactory course would be to decline 
treating with the Chinese Government on these matters, 
except on the spot where our treaty was signed, and | 
whence the present difficulties have emanated ; and, since it 
is generally understood that Sir RurHerrorD ALcock’s term 
is drawing to a close, to terminate it at once, and replace 
him by Sir Harry Parkes, whose mission to Japan has been 
by no means a brilliant success, but who would be much. 
more at home at Peking, where the firmness of character he 
formerly exhibited has gained him no little respect among 
the Chinese. There is too much reason to fear that any new 
treaty or convention hastily concluded with Mr. Buruine- 
HaME in London by a Foreign Minister new to his office, and 
inspired by Earl Russexx’s old-world notions, would be a 
lamentable failure. 


THE Correspondance Italienne (a well-informed journal) 
announces that the Italian Minister for Foreign Affairs has 
received satisfactory communications relating to certain pro- 
jected arrangements between Italy and the other Powers for 
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Tur Republican movement in Spain has very nearly re- 
sulted in a Spanish Minister of no very reputable antece- 
dents being accredited to the Court of Peking. One Senor 
Epvuarpo Cxao,a Democratic patriot, was by the Revolu- 
tionary Junta appointed to the general direction of the tele- 
graphs of the kingdom, and the appointment was confirmed 
by the Provisional Government. But soon after some private 
official telegrame, exclusively intended for the Government, 
found their way into the Republican journal La Diffusion. 
As guilty of a glaring breach of trust, the director might have 
considered himself as very leniently punished by an instant 
dismissal, but the Government, however, offered to break his 
fall by sending him out as Minister to China! Senor CHao, 
however, had no fancy for so distant a mission. “He might 
have to resign his post,” he said, “but he would accept no 
compensation.” On reflection he seems to have reconsidered 
this highly patriotic resolve, for he has since been gazetted 
to a lucrative sinecure in the Foreign-office. The most curi- 
ous feature in the affair is the quiet way in which the Pro- 
visional Government assumed that dishonesty practised in a 
position of trust at home was the best qualification for one 
of even greater importance abroad! Perhaps the gentleman’s 
name—which certainly has something of a Chinese sound 
with it—suggested the idea. 


Wira reference to the hundred and fifty gold medals 
awarded by the Imperial Government to the officers of the 
Ever-Victorious Army, we understand that only thirty-five 
of them have been received by Colonel Gorpon, a large 
number having been distributed by Mr. Harr in China 
Official application for permission to wear the decoration 
has already been made on behalf of those recipients who 
are British subjects, but has been refused by Her Majesty’s 
Government, in accordance with the precedent already estab- 
lished in the case of the Spanish Legion. We regret to hear 
that Colonel Gorpon experiences difficulty in ascertaining the 
whereabouts of several of the gentlemen entitled to the medal. 
The following have not yet received it :—Colonels Murant 
and CHAPMAN, Captain Davipson(Hyson), and Captains Mans- 
FIELD, Dunn, REARDON, MacGuinness, Gancuam, Escort, 
SEARLE, Manson, Butrie, Martin, and WIL.iams. 


Tue directors of the P. and O. Company have issued their 
annual report, an abstract of which will be found in another 
place. Its most noteworthy feature is the complete justifi- 
cation it affords of the attitude assumed by the company in 
its late negotiations regarding the new mail contract ; ac- 
cording to which, when the profits of the company are in- 
sufficient for a dividend of six per cent., the Government is 
liable for a contribution thereto not exceeding the sum of 
£100,000, in addition to the contract sum. The dividend 
for the present year is six per cent., but the directors have 
had to claim the Government contribution to make it up. 
The prospects of the company, however, are clearly improv- 
ing, and a better result may be expected in the ensuing year. 


Ir will be remembered that in the early part of this year 
the Committee of the Social Science Association addressed to 
the Secretary of Strate for the CoLonrEs a remonstrance 
against the recognition of public gaming by the Governments 
of Hong Kong and Heligoland. That part of the remon- 
strance having reference to Hong Kong is fully answered, 
and most of its assumptions clearly refuted, in a despatch 
received by the Committee from Mr. GaRDINER AUSTIN by 
last mail. As this does not appear to have been published 
in China up to the date of our last advices, we reproduce it 
entire, having been favoured with a copy of it. 


WE regret that in our last issue, although a brief notice was 
given of the opening of the Tanjong Pagar Dock at Singapore, 
we were compelled by want of space to postpone any detailed 
account of the ceremonial with which that important event was 
celebrated.

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SIR RICHARD MacDONNELL'S REPLY TO THE 
SOCIAL SCIENCE ASSOCIATION'S MEMORIAL 
ON THE GAMBLING QUESTION. 

The following is the text of the despatch of the Colonial Secre- 
tary to the Secretary of the Social Science Association, to which 
we refer in another column :— 

CotontaL Secretary's Orrice, Hone Kona, Oct. 20, 1868. 

Sir,—1. The attention of his Excellency Sir Richard Graves Mac- 
Donnell has been recently called to a memorial addressed by the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Social Science Association to his Grace the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies praying that an immediate stop should 
be put to the system adopted here of permitting gambling in certain 
houses licensed by Government and subject to police surveillance. 

2. In paragraph 5 of that memorial the following passage occurs :— 
“Since the summer of 1866, when the first Ordinance was passed, the 
farm had been created by the local authorities, put up by them tosale, 
and granted to the highest bidder.” 

8. That assertion is not merely incorrect, but is even totally opposed 
to all the details fully given in a series of despatches which must have 
been at the time before the committee, because they allude to and 
quote from them. The Governor, therefore, is persuaded that the 
committee will at once ensure to this contradiction as wide a publicity 
as to the original misstatement. 

4. It is true that the mischief caused by circulating an incorrect 
version of actual facts, especially when so framed as to support the 
argument of those who use such a weapon, seldom admits of any ade- 
quate reparation. No acknowledgment of such wrongful proceeding, 
particularly, as must be the case here, when not extracted till months 
subsequently, and, perhaps after close of the discussion affected 
thereby, can undo the mischief which it may have cansed. Neverthe- 
leas, the right of the party misrepresented to require even that inade- 
quate reparation is indisputable. 

5. In the present case it must be conceded that this Government 
has been most completely misrepresented on the very point as to which 
it was easiest and .nost unfair to excite popular prejudice. To speak 
of this Government as selling the licences in question to the ‘‘ highest 
bidder,” is to imply that it was animated by a sordid motive of greed. 

6. Such a statement is a very extraordinary misrepresentation of 
facta recorded in documents to which the committee refer and had 
access. All Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell’s despatches in connection 
with the subject to the end of last April were before the committee, 
having been presented to the House of Lords last June. 

7. It would be idle to repeat here the various details given in those 
despatches as to the anxiety of this Government to deal with a great 
public evil without reference to the question of revenue. The com- 
mittee can refer to them, if they wish, but I am instructed to beg their 

jal attention to pa ph 6 in Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell’s 
espatch (No. 439) of the 30th of last January as follows :— 

‘Your Grace, however, is sufficiently aware ‘that this Government 
has not been swayed by any desire of gain. On the contrary, I have 
never written a despatch in which I have not regretted that a policy 
porte by necessity should be encumbered with any pecuniary gain, 

use the latter affords to opponents of that policy an opportunity to 
impute to myself and my council motives the reverse of those by which 

we are animated. If mere addition of revenue had been our object, I 

should not have accepted 252,000 dols. as the annual licence fee instead 

of upwards of 360,000 dols., which was actually offered, nor would I 

have gradually reduced the original 260,000 dols. to 204,000 dols., at 

which it stands during the present month.” 

8. The above plain statement completely disproves the assertion of 
the committee that, since 1866, the licences “ had been put up to sale 
and granted to the highest bidder ;* and I am now further instructed 
to add that not merely had 360,000 dols. been declined, but that by 
consecutive reductions the licence fees had been lowered till a few 
weeks back they reached only 156,000 dols. 

9. Even that reduction was less than his Excellency had hoped to 
effect, for as more fully explained in his recent financial statement to 
the Legislative Council, an extract from which is appended hereto, he 
was prepared (Par. 19) to make any reduction necessary to compensate 
the licensees for excluding all but Chinese from_the play houses—a re- 
form now most effectually carried ont. 

10. Reasons alluded to in the accompanying appendix,® and more 
fally explained in the Governor's communications to the Secretary of 
State, have produced for the moment the unexpected result of an in- 
crease of licence fees just asthe frequenters of the licensed houses were 
diminished. 

11. It is perhaps superfluous now to accumulate further evidence of 
the inaccuracy into which the Social Science Committee have fallen as 
to a matter of fact, when they represented this Government as selling 
the licence monopoly to“ the highest bidder.” The Governor, how- 
ever, wishes to record at the same time his conviction of the excellent 
objects of the committee and of the general body which they represent. 
He attributes to them nothing more than an inadvertent although an 
indefensible mistuke. I[t is, however, unfortunate that it occurred in 
Teference to the very point on which it was most important that there 
should be no misrepresentation ; and it cannot be doubted that this will 
be a source of regret to the committee, especially when they learn that 
at the very last meeting of the Legislative Council (vide Appendix, 

8) his Excellency distinctly refused to accept the suggestion of a 

Tecling unofficial member of that. body and use the licence fees for the 

purpose of diminishing the local taxation of the colony. 

12. The personal feelings and sympathies of his Excellency are 
entirely with the committee, and had he never visited China, nor been 
compelled by his duty to this community to deal on the spot with the 
unquestioned and real evils arising from the inordinate love of gam- 
bling of the native population here, and the absolute necessity for 


* The appendix alluded to consists of paragraphs 12 to 22 of the Governor's Finan- 
ial Statement 
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‘or avice whose existence under worst conditions would have been the 
only result of Government inaction, it is very probable that, as a 
member of the Social Science Association, he might have subscribed, 
and applauded himself for subscribing a remonstrance of the kind 
addressed by the committee to the Secretary of State. 

13. It is also quite possible under such circumstances that, like the 
committee, he might have regarded the policy pursued at Heligoland, 
Baden, and here, as identical. Gambling, he might have reflected, is 
permitted at all those places, a revenue resulta therefrom in each. 
Such a policy is indispensable at Baden and Heligoland, where unne- 
cessarily and for the sake of money it encourages a vice which might 
otherwise die out or at least decline. Therefore he might perhaps have 
argued it is equally indefensible at Hong Kong. Nevertheless, no one 
here would pretend that there is the remotest chance of the vice of 
gambling being diminished by the suppression of the licensed houses, 
as would be the case at Baden. It would simply become indefinitely 
more extended than now. If it were not legalised so completely as to 
require no police interference, however little, there would inevitably be 
police corruption and consequent insecurity to the community. Un- 
lesa, therefore, it be contended that similar consequences would follow 
the abolition of the monopoly at Heligoland there ia no parallel be- 
tween the two cases. 

14. Again, only natives, who are practically beyond the reach of 
Government in such a matter, are here allowed to enter the licensed 
houses, and unless it be shown that Europeans are similarly excluded 
at Heligoland, and that gaming is only permitted there to an over- 
whelming majority of Orientals, or strangers coming and going in 
numbers exceeding 600,000 every year, and that is only allowed be- 
cause they cannot otherwise be efficiently reached hy the police no 
parallel is established between that place and Hong Kong. 

15. Finally, to complete such parallel, it would be further necessary 
to show that the authoritics at Heligoland had been exerting them- 
selves as here from the first to keep down any revenue accruing from 
the licences beyond the amount necessary to work the system as a 
strictly police measure, a motive which it is not pretended to adduce 
in favour of licensing gaming in Europe. 

16. It may therefore be as well to speak frankly, and declare at once 
that the only argument in the memorial of the committee which seems 
to his Excellency deserving notice is their suggestion (par. 9) that the 
authorities here have not as yet so exhausted the direct means at their 
disposal for the suppression of gambling as to justify a departure 
from the general principles of penal jurisprudence elsewhere. In illus- 
tration of this the committee state that the Chinese laws and the local 
ordinances against gambling had never been fairly put in execution, 
and especially that the Ordinance for improving the Chinese law of 
the tithings, hundreds, and frank pledges, which in China had always 
been found quite sufficient for the entire suppression of the practice, 
had never heen put in force at all. 

17. It is difficult to imagine where the committee got their informa- 
tion as to the entire suppression of gambling in Chinese cities by laws 
establishing tithings and hundreds, &c. Gambling has been now and 
then stopped ina particular place for a short time by high officials, 
who were guided sometimes by upright and sometimes by cor- 
rupt motives, such as that of raising the toll on an_ illegal 
luxury. This, however, has been done by extreme severity, such 
as razing houses to the ground, and torturing the landlords, 
measures to which, it is true, this Government has never yet restored. 
It is, however, totally without foundation to assert that gaming does 
not prevail most extensively and publicly in every city of the Empire, 
although nominally the law forbids it. This subject, however, has 
been sufficiently alluded to in the Governor’s despatch of the 30th 
January last (paragraphs 3, 4 and 5), which the committee had before 
them when advancing the above extraordinary assertion. 

18. At this moment the police system inaugurated by his Excellency 
amongst the Chinese—an institution quite apart from that of the 
colony—is working admirably, but the last thing which a resident here 
could dream of would be the handing over to any Chinese, whether in 
tithings, hundreds, or otherwise than as parties directly and openly 
interested therein like the licensees, the slightest control over their 
gambling brethren. The committee little know what a door they pro- 
posed to open to the vilest corruption and chicanery when they sug- 
gested the controlling of gambling at Hong Kong by Chinese tithings 
and Frank pledges. 

19. His Excellency is unable to follow the reagoning of the commit- 
tee in the other portions of par. 9 ef their Memorial, because he can 
only state as the general result of the most determined efforts on the 

art of himself and all his subordinates that, whatever might have 
oie the varying nature of his expectations from time to time, he has 
long been convinced of the impossibility of putting down gambling by 
any police which it is posaible to procure here, or even with the best 
police in the world, if they could be procured, and were stationed six 
months here. 

20. Sooner than recur to the infamous past his Excellency would 
prefer legalising gambling of all descriptions in the colony, which is 
the only alternative that he thinks practicable, but he has steadily de- 
clined to bear a part voluntarily in continuing the sham which the 
committee unwillingly recommend. 

21. It is easy for the latter to say that the honest policy now fol- 
lowed detracts from ‘‘the free and noble institutions of the colony, 
which were one day to stand as a model to work the regenera- 
tion of the Chinese Empire.” Do the committee seriously think 
that the shrewd natives of China respected this Government 
a whit more, either for its intelligence or ita efficiency, when 
the laws of the colony merely rendered an irrepressible vice more 
dangerous and odious, whilst it brought to light the venality of the 
paid guardians of the law? Or do the committee recommend that 
public men, instead of seeking to effect the greatest amount of good 
and shape their policy by what is itself right and practically most 
beneficial, should rather aim at a style of ad captandum legislation, 
tinselled and varnished to catch the applause of vapid declaimers, but 
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ill fitted to win the approval of earnest men, thoroughly understand- 
ing the question, and filled with a conscientious sense of their respon- 
sibility? 

22. "His Excellency has not the slightest doubt that this Govern- 
ment is really more respected now, especially since none but Chinese 
have been permitted to enter the licensed houses. The natives knew 
long ago that the Government was unable to suppress illegal gaming 
haunts. They know now that the Government is honest enough to 
confess it. They also know that crime in the colony is reduced more 
than a third, whilst larceny amongst servants, a crime generally trace- 
able to gaming losses, is seventy-five per cent. leas than it had been 
before the licences were issued. 

23. The Governor further denies the existence of that ‘‘ great scan- 
dal and discontent” at the Government policy, which the committee 
assert to prevail ‘‘ here and on the coast of China.” That policy was 
inaugurated with the unanimous approval of the Executive and Legis- 
lative Councils. It has been for ascries of years a measure favoured 
by the local experience of each governor and his advisers. It has now 
been removed from the region of mere speculation and experiment, 
and proves that it is possible by its agency to suppress the gross evils 
inseparable from illegal gambling dens of iniquity. Moreover, the 
‘scandal and discontent” are each comparatively limited, as well in 
duration as extent, for here they are chiefly but recently generated by 
the reaction of an agitation maintained in England by well meaning 

ersons, ignorant of the circumstances which have produced and which 
justify that policy. Such ignorance is perhaps natural, but the com- 
parisons of Hong Kong with Heligoland and en most forcibly and 
aptly illustrate the unfounded inferences to which it leads. 

24. Therefore unless by direct command of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, with which the responsibility of the change would then rest, his 
Excellency is not prepared to abandon the important results already 
obtained for any mere sentimental objection, or because a revenue still 
irrepressibly arises from the policy, by which on the whole the greatest 
good can be effected. He would personally be delighted to get rid of 
that revenue®if the committee would only make some practicable sug- 
gestion enabling him to do go without stcrificing the power which he 
now has over the licensees, and which as yet he sees no safe means 
of dispensing with. 

25. In conclusion, I have to state that his Excellency is well aware 
he had no actual claim on the committee's attention, except to request 
their correction of a misstatement of a fact. Nevertheless, as a mem- 
ber of their association, he craves indulgence for the additional remarks 
which he has instructed me to make on a subject of some interest to 
a body established to discuss the most important social questions.—I

NORTH GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT). 


Hawmeoure, December 1. 

Now that the Prussian Consulates in China have been transformed into 
German Federal ones, and the salary of the Consul-General in China is 

transferred to the budget of the Confederation, it has become needful to 
place on the special Prussian estimates the sums required for the salary 
of the Envoy at Peking (who bas hitherto received the salary of the Con- 
sul-General), and those of the other officials of the Embassy. These will 
Bow figure among the expenses of the Foreign Department, and of course 
are subject to the approbation and consent of the House of Representa- 
tives; but when the question is brought forward it will no doubt be a 
matter for the consideration of the members whether it is expedient to 
have in future a specifically Prussian Legation at Peking, in addition to 
the Federal German Consulates already existing in other parts of the 
Chinese dominions. The subject will probably give rise to an interesting 
debate, and meet with some opposition, as in the face of the serious deficit 
in the revenue, great economy is required to make things straight again, 
and there will be but little inclination to increase the burdens of the tax- 
payers in Prussia by the creation of new and superfluous appointments, 
the salaries of which might easily be shifted to the Federal Budget, and 
be borne by all the twenty-two States composing the North German 
Confederation in proportion to their population, the more so as the sub- 
jects of all of them are placed under the protection of the Ambassador, 
be he called Prussian or Federal. When the subject was discussed in the 
last session of the German Parliament, on the occasion of voting the 
estimates for the Federal budget, it appeared as if the Prussian Govern- 
ment wished to retain the Embassy in China as a Prussian establizhment, 
and of course the members of the Federal Parliament made no opposition, 
being only too glad to escape being saddled with the payment of the 
salaries, whilst their fellow-subjects in China enjoyed the same protection 
asthe Prussians, It is now a subject between the Prussian Government 
and their own Parliament, and simply a money question; for the appoint- 
ment of the Ambassador and the patronage of the inferior offices is 
placed in both cases in the hands of the King of Prussia, either in his 
capacity of sovereign or as President of the North German Confederation. 

The “Germanic Lloyd's,” established last year for the classification of 
German shipping, have just published the first number of their Interna- 
tional Register, with an explanation in German and English of the 
abbreviations and signs used, as well as the tables for the measurement of 
sbipping and the tariff of charges. It contains a list of the 273 merchant 
vessels that have hitherto been classified. 

A strange story is related in a Bremen lecal journal, announcing the 
return to that city of Captain Oldejan, of [the Bremen ship Amalia, who 
had not been heard of for several years, and was supposed to be dead. It 
appears, however, that he lost his vessel in the China Seas, but managed 
with his crew to reach an island where they were kindly received and well 
treated; but the inhabitants would not allow them to leave, and it was 
only by means of a well-planned and cleverly executed stratagem that 
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the captain was enabled to make his escape. What adds to the romance 
of the story is the domestic complication of affairs that ensues from tis 
wife having mourned his loss and then married again; and the husband 
now finds her surrounded by a numerous progeny in addition to those he 
left behind. 

Rear-Admiral Petz, with the ships forming the Austrian expedition to 
the Far East, has arrived safely at Gibraltar, and left that port on the 
21st of November for Tangiers. What his object is in wasting precious 
time by a visit to Morocco is not stated. 

By Royal Decree dated Stockholm, November 11, the King of Sweden 
and Norway has appointed Mr. William Robertson, of Ningpo, to be Vice- 
Consul at that port, under the Consulate-General at Shanghai. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Rice dull, and no sales reported except for consumption. Cassia Lignea 
in great request and stocks again nearly exhausted. A cargo (2,540 chests) 
has just arrived from China, but is not yet in the market. Flores again 
rising. Pepper and Cardamoms also higher. In teas there is no altera- 
tion. A sudden demand has sprung up for refined camphor, which has 
created a rise, and none is now to be had under 20’sch. beo. per lb, Nothing 
has been done} in Spelter; the nominal quotations are 13.10 loco. and 
13.7 for spring delivery.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Rorrenpam, December 1. 

The discussions upon the Budget have progressed most rapidly ; these 
of the departments‘of Foreign Affairs and Justice having already been 
approved of by a very large majority, and the remainder are expected to 
pass without delay. From the debates I gather some matters of interest 
for your readers inthe Far East. In a former letter I wrote you that the 
Finance Minister had rejected the claims put forward by Dutch merchants 
in Japan for compensation for losses arising out of the late hostilities, in 
which the Allied Powers were engaged with Japan. They, however, were 
not content with this decision, and a second endeavour has been made, of 
course by their influence, in the Second Chamber of the States General to 
obtain a grant of compensation. The members dealing with the third 
chapter (Foreign Affairs), Messrs. Heydenryck, Pynappel, and Viruly 
Verbrugge, proposed as an amendment to grant a sum of f1.44,757.84 to 
the applicants. This amount was just half the sum proposed by the 
State Commission appointed to examine the claims. The merchants 
supported this amendment by an address, in which they again endea- 
vcured to prove the justice of their claims. The motion gave rise toa 
very} lengthened debate. Mr. Heydenryck, in order to elucidate the 
grounds of the proposal, referred to the large number of documents rela- 
tive to the matter, and said that the State ought not to absorb the entire 
profit of the indemnification paid by the Japanese Government. Mr. de 
Casembroot gave his opinion that since the King had approved the rejec- 
tion of these claims, the question was at an end. He was astonished at 
the proposal being made again, but now that it was done he also had an 
amendment to make, which was to grant a sum of 25,000f. on behalf of 
the Royal Navy, especially for the division which took part in the said 
expedition, and which is now invalided. Mr. Gratana demonstrated that 
the traders ought to claim compensation of the Japanese Government. 
He opposed the grant, and preferred to support the amendment of Mr. de 
Casembroot. Mr. Godefroi also declared himself against the motion of 
Mr. Heydenryck. He said that there was no lawful ground upon which 
the State could be called upon to indemnify these traders. Mr.Van Voort- 
buyzen disapproved of the proposal, on the grounds that our traders 
had no more right than the English, French, and Americans, who had 
not put forward any claim of a similar nature. Mr, V. A. Linden said 
that the traders had acted against the advice of the English admiral, by 
transporting their merchandise to China, which involved costs, for which 
they now sought compensation. Several other members also took part in 
the discussion, and the result was the rejection of Mr. de Casembroot’s 
motion by 46 against 18 votes, and that of Mr. Pynappel, C.S., by 58 
against 11 votes, which I think will set the affair finally at rest. 

Another question with regard to Japan was brought forward during the 
discussion of the budget. Mr. Van Delden saii that Holland ought not 
to be represented there by an ambassador but by a consul-general. He 
finished bis speech with a philippic against Mr. Polsbroek, which was 
replied to by Mr. de Casembroot, who demonstrated the necessity that 
a diplomatic mission should remain in Japan, and that the chef ought to 
bear the title of minister. After this reply the matter dropped. From 
the further discussions I only find that the Minister of Foreign A flairs 
again denied the existence of any foundation for the rumours which were 
set in circulation, respecting negotiations between Holland and France to 
establish a commercial and military convention. Such negotiations the 
Minister declared had never taken place, and he stated further that we 
were on the most friendly terms with all the Powers. 

You will remember that the Finance Minister recently proposed to 
augment the import duty on tea, as a partial equivalent for the abolition 
of the stamp duty now levied on newspapers. Some Amsterdam and 
Rotterdam houses have addressed the Second Chamber of the States 
Gensral, petitioning them to reject this proposal, because an increased 
duty would greatly prejudice the interests of the tea trade. The Hague 
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correspondent of the Meddell Courant, who, I believe, is well informed, 
says that the Bill meets with much opposition in the sections where it is 
under examinat’on. Indeed it seems, on the wl ole, not at all certain that 
we are to be relieved of this tax upon knowledge. The papers await the 
¢ecision silently, no article having been published, except by the Han- 
deleblad, in which the necessity is urged for a more liberal press law in 
India. 

According to the request of the Java Committee, sub-committees have 
been formed here in order to promote the plan of erecting at Batavia a 
memorial to Jan Pieterszoon Koen, the founder of our government in 
India. I regret to state that this plan meets with more opposition than 
sympathy. The contributions—amongst them some from Dresden— 
amount to only a few, say two hundred guilders, whilst the opposition 
newspaper articles number certainly a dozen, and amongst them is one of 
Dr. Bosch, the friend of the Javanese, who thinks that the best;memorial 
would be improved instruction. 

Onr legislation is certainly not quick, which is proved by the debates 
upon the Budget of Justice. Again we have to content ourselves with 
mere promises for the improvement of our laws, and even the abolition of 
capital punishment will not become a fai accompli in the immediate future. 
The Minister agrees with abolition, but there must be a punishment 
applied in lieu of the capital one, say imprisonment for life, or deportation. 
And the Minister inclines to the belief that for certain crimes capital 
punishment must be enforced. 

The members of the First Chamber of the States General met some 
days ago. They are now occupied with the examination of the ‘India 
budget for 1869. The section reporters are Mesars. De Lek de Clercq, 
Duymaer van Twist, Hengst, and Hartsen. 

Some sensation has been caused by a pamphlet entitled ‘‘ The Reform of 
the India Rule.” The author, who seems to be an advanced Liberal, seeks 
to demonstrate that it is necessary for India to provide itself with the 
means to cover its own expenditure, and should be free to contract loans 
for eventual unfavourable balances. He hopes that in fature India will 
be self-governed, with a fixed contribution to,the treasury of the mother- 
country. Our Liberal papers are quite silent about this brochure. This 
is as inexplicable as the Liberal M.P. Mr. Van Eck declaring in the 
Second Chamber that we have a prescriptive right upon the batig slot, as 
a profit of the industrial undertaking by the State in India. 

I regret to report the death of Mr. D. P.G. van Diggelen, ex-member 
of the Second Chamber, of Professor Millies, and of Dr. Simone, member 
ef Parliament for Gorinchem. The Conservatives hope to fill the vacant 
seat by the ex-Premier, Mr. Heemskerk. Undoubtedly he has a great 
chance of being elected. 

H.M, the Queen returned some days ago from her trip to England. 
The King has since departed for his seat het Loo, where he will pass a 
good part of the winter. Before his Majesty started he conferred the 
knighthood of the Netherlands Lion upon the Sultan of Goenong Tabor 

(Borneo). 

On Dee. 5 there will be despatched, per Mary and Hillegonda, 175 sol- 
‘@iers, to reinforce the EI. army. The supplementary troop, fixed for this 
year at 2,000 soldiers, will then be completed. 

The loan on behalf of the company to construct a canal from Amaster- 
dam to the North Sea, has been all subscribed. With the 6,500,000f. 
thus obtained the future of this company has been secured. Amsterdam 
will have at last its waterway, as well as Rotterdam ; the last canal being 
nearly completed. This makes it doubly to be regretted that our town 
council has approved the proposal to levy an additional tax (50 per cent.) 
on the shipping, in order to raise the interest of the funds for making 
quays and docks on the bank of the Maas, opposite our town, and some 
other public works. I sincerely believe that results very disastrous to our 
trade will ensue, and perhaps it is already too late to avert them. 

In your isene of the 18th Nov. you made some remarks upon my com- 
Manication about the establishment of a regubar line of steamers between 
Batavia and Australia. The following is a translation of the reply of the 
Colonial Minister :—‘‘ According to the last information there is at present 
no chance of a regular communication by steamers being established be- 
tween Java and Australia. Therefore, endeavours are made to form a 
janction by a local steam line, to start from Batavia, corresponding with 
the P. and O. steamers running between Galle and Australia. Such a 
jenction should be favoured if a station could be established on behalf of 
this service. We are endeavouring to obtain information thereabout, in 
view of a contract with the P. and O. Company respecting the line be- 
tween Galle and Australia.” 

MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL. 

The demand for money at the Bank is fair, but the rate of discount re- 
mains unaltered. In the open market the demand is not active. Dutch 
Two-and-a-Half, 554; Three per Cents., 64; Four per Cents., 86; Ne- 
therlands Bank, 235; Trading Company, 1264; Netherlands Indian 
Trading Bank, 68; Java Bank, 161. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Corrgx.—The Trading Company offered on the 25th ult. 77,811 b. 
Java, which were all sold. The fine yellow to brown Preanger were 
bought slightly under the valuation; but for the ordinary Java 1 to 14c. 
was paid above the valuation, for Malang } to 1c., and for the white 
yellowish Preanger, Tjilatjap, and Java, 4 to 1}c. Since the auction 
good ordinary Java realises 86 to 364c. The market closes very firm. 
The transactions include 4,500 b. Java, ex Louis Meyer, at 374 to 39c.; 
600 b. Java, ex Louis de Geer, and 505 b. ditto, ex Princes Amalia. 

Sucar (raw).—Before the Trading Company’s auction the market was 
very animated, and all parcels offered found buyers. The transactions

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The report of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Company, to 
be presented on the 8th instant, recommends a dividend of 3 per 
cent. for the half-year ending the 30th of September, making, 
with the distribution in June, 6 per cent. per annum. Last year 
there was a loss of £177,000, but this year there has been an 
available profit of £172,000. There has scarcely been time for 
the full development that may be expected from the extended mail 
services under the new contract, and the absence of specie freight 
operates for the present unfavourably ; but the number of pas- 
sengers was never larger than during the past twelve months, and 
the shipments of silk from Japan and China compare well with 
those of former years. 

At the meeting of the London Chartered Bank of Australia on 
the llth of December a dividend of 4 per cent. for the half-year 
(£40,000) is to be recommended, together with the appropriation 
of £5,000 to the reserve fund, leaving £11,885 to be carried 
forward. 

On the Ist of next month the old and large firm of Bradbury, 
Greatorex, and Co. will be constituted as a limited joint-stock 
company, in 250 shares of £1,000 each, one-half of which will 
be taken by the existing partners, while the other half has been 
already subscribed. The house was founded fifty-three years ago, 
and the present change is in consequence of the recent decease of 
one of the firm and the desire of the senior partner to be relieved 
from the management of the business. Nothing is to be paid 
for goodwill, and, in addition to holding one half of the capital, 
the old partners will leave the sum of £50,000 for a given period 
as loan on debentures, at 5 per cent. per annum. The stock is to 
be taken by the company at a valuation approved by Mr. Hum- 
phrys, of the firm of Honey and Humphrys, and the open book 
debts, subject to an agreed deduction, while the debts covered by 
acceptances and otherwise will be guaranteed to the company at 
the prices at which they appear in the firm’s balance-sheet. 

The biddings for £200,000 in bills on Calcutta and Madras 
were held on Wednesday at the Bank of England. The whole 
amount was allotted to Calcutta, and the minimum price was 
fixed at 1s. 1ld. on both Presidencies, a rise of 2 per cent. Ten- 
ders at 1s. 11d. will receive about 80 per cent. The rate thus 
paid is about 1 per cent. higher than on the last occasion, and 
indicates a proportionate further increase in the demand for 
means of remittance to the East. 

In consequence of the higher rate obtained for the India Go- 
vernment draughts bar silver has become more firm, and the 
limited amount in the market has been sold at 60§d. per ounce, 
an advance of }d. Mexican dollars have advanced 3d., to 59jd., 
and are also very scarce. 


THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S REPORT. 


The twenty-eighth annual report of this company has been issued, 
in anticipation of the general meeting to be held on the 8th inst., and 


eontains many features of interest :— 

The report states that the company stood possessed on the 30th of 
September last of stock in ships, less the amounts deducted for depre- 
ciation, £2,975,466; also of freehold and leasehold property in Eng- 
land, and docks and premises at Calcutta, Bombay, Hong Kong, Sin- 
gapore, and other stations, £309,005; stock of coals, naval and 
victualling stores, amounting to £636,677 ; also cash at bankers, bills, 
balances in agents’ hands, and debts due to the company, £567,312; 
making the total assets £4,488,461. The total capital received to that 
date amounted to £3,500.000, and the liability in bills, &c., amounted 
to £654,144, making the total capital and liabilities £4,154,144, 
leaving a surplue of £334,317, being the balance at the credit of 
the reserve fund. The revenue account showed that the 
revenue of the company for the year ending the 30th of Sep- 
tember last amounted to £2,485,966, and the expenditure, in- 
cluding interest on debentures, reserves, &c., to £2,313,817, 
leaving a net profit of £172,149. From this was deducted 6 per cent. 
dividend for the two past half-years, £159,000, leaving a balance of 
£13,149. The proprictors’ underwriting account amounted for the year 
to £120,000, from which was deducted £72,000 for the wreck and logs 
of two ships, and £16,531 for contributions to general average—viz., 
of three ships, leaving a balance of £30,969. The general reserve fand 
amounted at present to £334,317. The company’s fleet consisted of 67 
ships, being in the aggregate 98,878 tons Customs’ measurement, and 
18, 904-horse pret The six ships which, at the date of last report, 
were under charter to Government in connection with the Abyssinian 
Expedition, had all been paid off. The directors much regretted the 
loss of the Benares, on the night of the 23rd of May, on one of the 
islands known as the Fisherman’s Group, while on her passage from 
Shang to Hong Kong. This disaster was happily unattended by 
any loss of life, and the mails and treasure, together with a 
large portion of the cargo, were saved. With regard to the 
postal service, the duty of delivering mails every week from ; 
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Bombay, every two weeks from Calcutta, China, and Japan, and every 
four weeks from Australia, had been accomplished with remarkable 
punctuality. On two occasions only had there been a failure in the 





: arrival of the combined mails in London on or before the appointed 


day ; the delay in one case being the result of a trifling accident to the 
machinery of one of the steamers in the Red Sea, and in the other of a 
slight detention of the mails in France. The outward services had 
been carried out with corresponding regularity. The directors were 
not able to refer with equal satisfaction to the pecuniary side of the 
matter, inasmuch as the working of the contract for eight months left 
them in the poeition of having to claim from Government the full pro- 
portion of the £100,000 to which they were entitled when the fund 
accruing for dividend fell below the amount required for the payment 
of 6 per cent. on the capital employed. The directors were unable to 
recommend any payment to the proprietors from the underwriting 
account for the past year. The number of passengers by the company's 
steamers was never larger than during the last twelve months, and the 
shipment of silks from Japan and China compared favourably with 
those of former years. The directors recommended a dividend of 3 per 
cent., free of income-tax, for the six months ending the 30th of Sep- 
tember last, making, with that declared in June, 6 per cent. per annum. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 


The Board of Trade returns for the month and ten months 
ended the 3lst October have been issued. The following 
shows the total declared value of the exports of British and Irish 
produce and manufactures exported during October in the last 
three years:—October, 1866, £16,895,894; October, 1867, 
£15,849,142 ; October, 1868, £16,876,898. This comparison 
tends to show that the general volume of the export trade is 
steady, the month’s total being almost exactly the same as in Oc- 
tober, 1866, and more, y upwards of a million, than the low total 
of October last year. The grounds for congratulation, however, 
are at best of only a qualified character, inasmuch as the com- 
parison lies with years of panic and depression. It will be seen 
from the following statement of the exports for the first ten 
months of the last three years that we have not yet reached the 
totals of 1866 and 1867 :—Ten months, 1866, £158,832,792 ; ten 
months, 1867, £153,051,639 ; ten months, 1868, £150,681,161. 
Compared with last year, the falling off is £2,370,478, and com- 
pared with 1866 it is as much as £8,151,631. A glance at the 
exports for the month of October shows, as the principal move- 
ments, a considerable increase in cotton piece goods (which figure 
for £4,810,501 in October last, against -£4,373,261 last year, and 
£4,737,249 in 1866, while the increase in the quantities shipped 
is still more marked than in the value) ; an increase in the yarns 
of linens and woollens, but a falling off in manufactured goods of 
both those classes ; a rather decided increase in iron and copper 
and a slight falling off in hardwares. 

The present tables give the “computed real value” of the 
principal articles imported for September as under :—September, 
1866, £19,571,761 ; September, 1867, £21,515,623 ; September, 
1868, £23,386,646. It is somewhat singular to remark that 
this increased outlay in foreign and colonial produce arose through 
the simultaneous arrival of a large number of vessels laden with 
silk, sugar, tea, and wool. As regards these four articles the 
month’s imports reached an aggregate beyond all precedent. It 
is reassuring, however, to observe that the aggregate value of our 
imports for the first three-quarters of the present year has not 
been excessive; the statement is annexed :—Nine months, 1866, 
£185,596,529 ; nine months, 1867, [£171,199,569 ; nine months, 
1868, £175,948,532. 

For the month of October the present returns give only the 
quantities of imports, not the values. There was an increase in 
cotton, coffee, and sugar. After the previous month’s heavy im- 
ports of wool, however, October showed a falling off, while as re- 
gards the two other important articles of silk and tea, our liabili- 
ties to the foreigner were of an average character.

BULLION AND SPECIE. 
The following is from Messrs. Pixley, Abell and Langley’s report :— 


Goip.—Since our last cireular the arrivals have been small. The 
demand for abroad still exists, but not to an extent to cause withdrawals 
of bars from the Bank; but sovereigns to the value of £187,000 have 
been taken for Nova Scotia, the Brazils, &c. The Massilia has taken 
£39,900 to India ; and £14,100, in gold, was shipped to Alexandria, per 
P. and O. steamer of 29th Nov., from Marseilles. 

SrtverR.—The Massilia has taken £11,000 to Bombay. The price, 
which for the small amount brought by the Neva was fixed at 60§d. per 
oz. standard, has, owing to Indian purchases, improved to 603d. per oz. 
standard, and we consider the market as firm at that quotation. 

Mexican Dotiars.—The Dollars ex West India steamer were sold at 
594d. per oz.; the price has since improved to 59}d. and 59§d., owing to 
purchases made for the China market. The Massilia has taken £25,000 to 
Hong Kong on Government account. 
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ExcHanGE on India for drafts by the Banks at 60 days’ sight is firm at 
1s. 114d. to 1s. 113d. for Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay. The Council 
Drafts sold on the 2nd inst. were allotted at the rate of 80 per cent. to 
applicants’at 1s. 11gd. on Calcutta; there were no allotments on Madras 
and Bombay. India Government Loan Notes are unchanged in ' price, 
and the quotations are 914 to 92 for Four per Cents., 1054 to 106 for 
Five per Cents., and 1104 to 111 for Five-and-a-Half per Cents.

TEA. 


During the interval the market has been quite as dull and depressed as 
previously. The quantity arrived has been large, and, although in many 
instances importers refuse to place their teas on the market, yet the quan- 
tity offering has been more than the buyers can absorb, and in many 
cases, especially in fair to good average red-leaf teas, it is impossible to 
get offers. Black-leaf kinds have been more saleable, but even in these 
prices have given way, and it is only the more desirable parcels which 
find a ready sale. The public sales of the 1st instant comprised 12,581 
packages, of which 11,800 packages were sold, nearly the whole being 
without reserve. 

Concous.—Siftings have been in steady demand, at fully former prices. 
Broken-leaf kinds have also been firm. Fair to good common have sold 
at former prices. For the great bulk of the fair to good flavoury and 
Kaisow kinds quotations are quite nominal; it is only those with more 
than average quality which are taken in small parcels at irregular prices. 
Good quality Saryune kinds have sold at former prices. Fine to finest 
Kaisows show no material change. Pak Lin kinds have been very diffi- 
cult of sale at lower prices. Common to fair black-leaf kinds have con- 
tinued to sell at full prices ; some of new import have sold from 1s. 13d. 
to 1s. 3$d. per 1b. Medium fair to good, from 1s. 5d. to 1s. 8d.; fine, 
from 1s. 9d. to 2s., showing fully id. per lb, decline. Fine to finest 
Oonfabs show no change. Moning and Wopak kinds remain neglected. 
There has been rather more done in New-made Cantons at the late ad- 
vance. In Oolongs there is no new feature. Common to fair Souchongs 
show no alteration. Sales of good to fine have been pressed, and the 
result has been a further decline of 1d. to 2d. per lb. Flowery Pekoes 
have shown no change. Scented Teas: Capers have been taken to a fair 
extent at about previous prices. Orange Pekoes: Canton kinds show no 
material change. Foochow kinds: The medium qualities remain dull of 
sale, but the finer are in fair request at full prices. In Uncoloured 
Japans there is nothiug new to report. 

Green Tsas.—The amount of business has been moderate, the export 
demand having been leas than for some time past, but there is not much 
alteration to notice in prices generally. Canton-made Teas remain much 
as before. 

Messrs, Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden’s Circular is as follows :— 

The market has again been freely supplied from the heavy arrivals, 
13,500,000 Ibs. having come to hand since our last report of 18th ultimo. 
The elections unsettled business for a few days, but during the past week 
considerable transactions have taken place, chiefly in medium to good me~ 
diam black leaf, at 1s. 6d. to 1s. 84d. per lb., the sales made during the 
last day or two showing 1d. per lb. reduction. The export trade to the 
Continent keeps very steady ; to Canada and New York the transactions 
have been smaller than for some time past, advices from Canada being 
unfavourable. Telegraphic news to 28th October, from Hong Kong, gives 
the export from lst June to date at 112,000,000 Ibs., with estimates for 
the season of 130,000,000 Ibs. to 135,000,000 Ibs., which, with 10,000,000 
Ibs. from India, will amply meet our requirements. The deliveries, 
on most satisfactory, are not up to the total of last year, and stand 
as follows .—

Biack.—The dusty and broken leaf kinds sell readily at 8kd. to 10d 
per Ib. as supplies have not been large; good leafy kinds have sold at 
104d. to 1s. per lb., in inferior to good flavoury at 1s. 1d. per Ib. there 
has been less doing ; for good flavoury to Kaisow kinds, and Kaieows up 
to finest, the value is more cr iess nominal, importers refusing bids, owing 
ic the ruinous loss on cost. Imitation Kaisow made from Tayshan 
leaf: There has been more doing in good to medium at 1s. 2d. to 1s. 34d. 
per Ib., fine quality, strong malty burnt, would sell at full prices. Black 
leaf: Of good common littl: bas been done till the last day or two, when 
several chops, ex late ‘ships, of common flavoury Hohow kind have been 
offered, and busiuess to a fair extent has been done at 1s. 1d. to 1s. 
1}d. per Ib., the good useful kinds of old season, once fine quality, 
have sold at 1s. 2d. per Ib, new at 1s. 3d. to Is, 43d. per 
Ib., mediam to good medium in large quantity at 1s. 6d. to 
1s. 8)d. per Ib.; of fine and finest, dealers and shippers are well 
stocked, and though real good value is obtainable at 1s. 11d. to 2s, 
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per lb., it has failed to bring buyers forward, Souchong: Sales have 
continued at a satisfactory range of prices, with a fair business to report, 
at 1s.10d. per Ib. for good medium quality, fine at 1s. 11d. to 23. per Ib., 
finest at 2s. ld. to 2s. 3d. per 1b., and extra fine up to 2s. 8d. per Ib. 
Oolong: The low prices at which old seasons were obtainable has led to 
more inquiry, resulting in a recovery of 1d. to 14d. per Ib. with very little 
at the moment offering ; for fine, a fair trade inquiry exists at 1s. 10d. to 
2s. 1d. per lb. Scented Teas: Canton Orange Pekoe, of the long leaf 
kind, has been more saleable at the low range ruling. Capers: A large 
quantity of common is offering ex Dunmail, but so far few sales have 
transpired ; clean quality and medium grades eell as offered at full rates, 
but for fine and finest the demand has been limited. Foochow Orange 
Pekoe, with the large quantity on offer, has been difficult of sale, even 
though easier rates have been accepted. Caper sells at 1s. 6d. to 1s. 9d. 
per Ib. 

Green.—The early part of the fortnight there was a good trade doing 
in medium to fine bright leaf Young Hyson and Gunpowder, at 1s. 6d. to 
2s. 4d. per !b., mostly for shipment to New York; dealers have bought 
freely of Ping Sueys, of which some very desirable chops have come to 
hand ; the prices paid average 8d. per lb. below last season for Gunpowder ; 
bat Young Hyson, with the competition by shippers for the grades to fine, 
tule rather higher, say 4d. to 1d. per lb., while finest Young Hyson is 1d. 
to 2d. per Ib. lower, 23. 5d. being an extreme quotation. Hyson, of all 
grades except the finest, is scarce, the kind most wanted being good to 
medium quality at 1s. 7d. to 1s. 11d. per lb. For Japan kinds, coloured 
or uncoloured, nothing worthy of note has transpired. 





SILK. 

Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw and Co. report as follows: —There has 
been a general abstention from business throughout the month of Novem- 
ber; all classes of silk have been neglected, both dealers and manafac- 
turers being unwilling to add to their stocks at the present season of the 
year. Importers have kept quotations nominally the same by firmly hold- 
ing their silk, and not listening to offers for any desirable parcels under 
the full prices current in October. In China silk the quantity of fine and 
good Tsatlees is becoming small, while the inferior descriptions are plenti- 
ful and uninquired for. Hainins are accumulating, and do not find buyers, 
owing to the difficulty there still exists in getting these silks thrown ; the 
low descriptions espectaHy are all but unsaleable; Kahing Taysaams, 
except for the very beat, are out of favour, and are comparatively cheap. 
Canton silk has been arriving freely, and as the Taatlee reels are now 
better than at the early period of the season, buyers have looked after 
them; and importers having shown a disposition to be current, business 
has been done at 20s. for ordinary good No. 1; Loongeongs are generally 
too coarse in size and not mellow in quality, the few good pareels whieh 
arrive sell, the bulk of medium and common is neglected. In Japan silk 
some few parcels of fine Maibash have been sold at full rates; but mixed 
and inferior parcels are negieeted. In Bengal silk there is demand, at s 
price, for second class filatares and good clean native silk, which are very 
scarce; the low natives are quite neglected. The deliveries in November 
show a falling off, viz.: China, 2,653; Japan, 388; and Bengal, 597. 
Total, 3,638 bales.

Corron.—Duriag the interval which elapsed between the departure ef 
last mai! and the 30th ult., there was an extremely active demand in the 
Liverpool market both from the trade and from speculators, and prices 
gradually advanced until quotations exhibited a rise of 4d. to 4d. above 
those given in our last issue. On the 1st inst., however, the strong spe- 
culative feeling which pervaded the market was greatly modified, and the 
demand from the trade being less active there was not so much buoyancy 
exhibited by holders, and sales were more freely made, without, however, 
materially affecting prices. Since the lat inst. there has been a less active 
demand, and the speculative element has almost entirely disappeared. The 
supplies are larger, and on the part of holders there is certainly more 
anxiety to realise. The quotations ‘‘on the spot” are about 4 lower. 
For arrival the more recent transactions have been at the following 
rates :—Dhollerah, fair new merchants, due, 84d.; Oomrawuttee, fair new 
merchants, due, 83d.; and Comta, fair new merchants, September sailing, 
8d. The London market has, on the whole, followed the course of that 
at Liverpool, and has assumed a much quieter tone than had previously 
obtained. 


Corrse.—The market has been well supplied with all descriptions of 
Coffee, and prices have, on the whole, been fully maintained. Several 
parcels of Native East Indian and Native Ceylon were held back until the 
result of the Dutch sale of Java Coffee was known, and have all been sold 
at an advance of 1s. to 2s. At the Duteh sale 77,000 bags Java were 
sold, at an average advance of 1 cent; this result has added to the 
stability of the position of Native Ceylon in our market, and real good 
ordinary may now be quoted at 51s. to 52s., and bold at 60s.to Gis. The 
better qualities of Plantation Ceylon are more.inquired for, the home 
trade not being well supplied, and a few parcels.of superior quality have 
sold at higher prices; common Plantation remains steady. At the auc- 
tions of the 3rd inst. there appeared less disposition to buy except the 
medinm and finer qualities of Plantation Ceylon, which realised former 
prices. The Native Ceylon and.the esuemoner descriptions of Plantation 
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were for the most part withdrawn no offers being made at current rates, 
and holders tirmly refusing any concession. 

Cork Goons.—The supply of Yarn brought forward has been rather 
small, but, nevertheless, the demand was not active, and the greater part 
sold at rather lower prices. Rope and Fibre sold slowly at steady prices. 
Of 72 tons Ceylon Yarn about 54 tons sold, common to good common at 
£28 to £30, middling to good midddlig £33 103. to £86 15s. Of 19 tons 
Ceylon Fibre 4 tons good mattress sold at £26. 

Curcu.—There has been a steady market since our last report, and of 
1,425 packages Pegue at the auctions about half was sold at 28s. to 
29s. 6d. per cwt. for fair and fine qualities. 

Cocoa-Nur O11.—The market has remained extremely dull throughout 
the interval. Prices are 203. per ton lower, bat the decline has not been 
attended with any improvement in the demand. About 68 easks Ceylon 
have been sold since our last report. 

Campuor.—The improvement noticed in our Iast remained without 
check, and a large business was done in beth China and Japaa, antil 
within the past few days, at £7 103. to £7 158. percwt. The market 
has, however, again become dull, and the trade limited at the lower quo- 
tations. 

Gais,—Fhe market for China is dull, and rates have declined. There 
is a great scarcity of Japan deseriptions, and 50s per cwt. has been 
offered, but there is none on the market. A& the public sales 850 cases 
China have been offered, of which about’ two-thirds sold at 48s. te 49s. 
per cwt. for good qualities. 

Gums.—Benjamin : Generally rather’ cheaper; 42 cases Sumatra at 
auction mostly sold at £9 10s. per cwt. for good second quality; sad 
£4 12s. 6d. to £4 15s. middling third. Copal: Of 160 cases Manila at 
auction half sold at 31s. per cwt. for fair, being cheaper. Damar flat; 
128 boxes at auction, all retired. Gamboge: A small recent arrivel, 7 
boxes, sold firmly at auction, at £20 5s. to £21 per cwt. 

Gamobirr.—The market since our last report has been steady, but 
quiet. Of 2,243 baskets at auction half sold at 16s. 9d. to 17s. per cwt. 
for middling; of 447 baskets Cubes a few only were placed at 21s. for 
ordinary blocky. 

Hipes—The sales during the past month comprise 4,448 buffalo hides 
at about last month’s rates. Best selling at 53d. to 6}d. per lb., a smali 
parcel of exceptionally heavy average bringing 744 per Ib.; seconds, 
434, to 6d. per Ib. ; light, 6d. to 63d. per Ib. 

Japan Wax.—The rates have slightly declined, the offers at pubbic sales 
having been 112 boxes, of which 56 boxes fiae saucers realised £5 7s° 6d. 
per cwt, 


ManiLa Hemp.—The demand has considerably iaaproved, and a large 
business has been done at a slight advance on the rates current at the 
date of our last report. By private contract about 1,200 bales have 
changed hands at steady prices, fair to good fair roping at £47 10s. to 
£48 10s.; at auction of 791 bales offered 270 bales sold at £49, fourth to 
first-class damaged £41 10s. to £48 153, the remainder of the sound 
bought in at £48 103. to £49 10s. The stock on the Ist inst. was 1,277 
tons, against 281 toms at the corresponding date last year. 

Pricumsaco.—The business in Ceylom has been of fair extent, anda 
further advance has, in some instances, been effected. The public sales 
have comprised 484 barrels at 35s. to 48s. 6d. per ewt. for fair and fine 
lump, and 20s. to 21s. 6d. for dust. 

Peprer.—Black: The market has again had an upward tendency, a 
further advance of jd. to 4d. per Ib. having been established. Of 
2,941 bags Singapore at auction a few only quitted at 32d. per lb. ; and of 
1,931 bags Penang three fourths sold at 33d. for good, with Trang at 33d.

White: Again $d. per Ib. higher, with 
much inquiry; 844 bags§Singapore at auction mostly sold at 54d. per Ib. 
for good bold, and 54d. to 53d. middling to fair; 74 bags Penang retired ; 
large transactions privately at 54d. to 53d. 

Rice.—A telegram to the effect that the cyclone at Akyab has greatly 
damaged the rice crop has had no influence on this market, which has 
been quiet throughout the interval. The quantity offered at auction has 
not been large, and the portion sold went at about previous quotations. A 
cargo of 720 tons Necranzie is reported to have been sold for arrival, and 
about 1,500 tonsa of new rice, spring shipment, have been taken at 
10s. 3d., 10s. 6d., or 103. 94. for Necranzie, Bassein, or Rangoon. The 
demand for cleaned from the home trade has not been active, but a fair 
amount of business has been done at late rates for exportation. 

Spices.—Cinnamon: A further advance of 3d. to 4d. per Ib. has been 
established, and 827 bales Ceylon sold at auction, first quality at 3s. 2d. 
to 4s., second 3s. to 3s. 6d., third 2s. 6d. to 3s. 8d., and fourth 1s, 10d. 
to 2s. 9d. Cinnamon Chips: 189 bags Ceylon chiefly sold, low thick bark 
at 7d., ordinary 8d. to 84d., fair 10d. Mace: The only sales have been 
1 case middling Penang at 2s. 3d., and 1 case ordinary Singapore at 1s. 
9d. per lb. Nutmegs: The market is quieter; but prices are maintained. 
At public sales 52 cases Penang, chiefly import 1861, sold at previous rates, 
66 nuts to the Ib. at 3s. 8d., 75's at 2s. 4d., 82 to 80’s at 2s., 84 and 85’s 
at Le. 10d., 90's at 1s. 8d, 95's at 19.6d., 116 to 108's at 1s. 4d. to 1s, 6d., 
175 to 133’s at 1s, to 1s. 2d. Two cases limed Singapore sold at 1s. 1d., 
12 barrels, 95’s, indirect import, bought in at 1s. 8d. 

Svcar.—At one time during the interval there was a slight improve- 
ment in the demand, but it proved to be merely tensporary, and the mar- 
ket is again extremely dull, prices, however, remaining steady. At the 
public sales 800 bags brown Penang (duty 8s.) have been bought in at 
31s.; 6,478 bags Muscovado Manila, Iloilo, sold—common 26s. 9d., good 
27s. 9d. to 288., superior (duty 9s. 7d.) 30s. 6d. to 32s. 6d., and 597 bags 
brown Java (duty 8s.) withdrawn at 31s. By private contract 8,500 bags 
unclayed Manila (Zebu) have been sold at 278. to 27s. 6d. 

Trx.—There has been a fairly active business doing in Straits daring 
the interval, quotations being steadily maintained throughout at £100 10s. 
to £101 10s. per ton cash, and £102 10s. three months’ prompt, which are 
atill the current rates, At the corresponding date last year the quotation 
for Straits was £90, and in 1866 £81 10s, The stock of Straits Tin in 
London is estimated at 1,595 tons, against 2,280 tons im $867, and the 
quantity afloat for Europe is 559 tons, against 1,304 tons in 1867.

METALS. 

The following is from Messrs. French and Smith’s Circular :— 

Since our last monthly price current transactions in metals have not 
been of an important character. Prices are generally firm, and in some 
imstanoes show signs of advancing. 

Igon of all descriptions maintains its value, and makers are generalt 
well supplied with orders. 

Corres is fairly in demand for home consumption and export, bat 
prices do not improve. Chili Bars have fluctuated between £68 and £70. 
Australian sorts have not been mach inquired for. Barra and Wallaroo, 
£79 10s.; Bremer, £77; English Tough, £783 to £74; India Sheets 
£78 to £79. 

Tin Pwares are more in demand, and higher quotations made. [t is 
probable some still further advance may be obtained. The shipments in, 
November, London and Liverpool, were 112,000 boxes, against 97,000 m 
1867. 

Lreapv.—The early part of the month was quiet ; the past week it has 
hewever, been more active, and prices stiffening, By the Board of Trade 
returns, January to October, it will be seen that the exports this year are 
in excess of the imports, which is a new feature in the trade. 

Sperer unchanged. The stock here, 30th Nov., 1,663 tons, against 
2,739 tons at the same time last year. 





MANCHESTER GOODS. 

Ia shipping yarna the amount of business effected has not been large, 
in consequence of the higher prices spinners have been obliged to demand 
asa protection against a rising cotton market. The market closes strong, 
but there is a good deal of indisposition on the part of shippers to par- 
chase. For home trade yarns the market has been steady, with about an 
average business. Sellers are asking an advance of about jd. per lb., but 
are not very successful in ohtaining it. The advance, where pressed, 
checks business. We have still an inactive market to report for cloth. 
There was a slight increase of inquiry on the 2nd inst., but it led to little 
actual business. ‘The quotations of cotton and yarn having advanced, 
masufacturers have had to ask higher rates for cloth, but there seems to 
be very little disposition to do business, even at previous rates. Im the 
neighbourhood of Preston and Blackbarn manufacturers are at leagth 
taking the only means likely to improve the present position of the trade, 
by lessening production. 

Mr. Sam Mendel’s Monthly Circular eontains the following :— 

The past month has been characterised by a great want of animation, 
and transactions have been unimportant in themselves, bat collectively 
sufficient to prevent an accumulation of stocks. There is, however, but 
litthe actual fluctuation in values to report, though, were it not for the 
stronger and more active demand for cotton at Liverpool, it is likely that 
depression would have shown iteelf to a more marked extent. Producers 
find themselves quite unable to follow the upward movements in the raw 
material, and are influenced by them so far only that they show more or 
less readiness to do business at the current rates offered. Short- 
time working has been attempted in isolated instances, but the 
system has not been sufficiently organised to show beneficial 
results, and there is, generally speaking, a return to full time. 
Consumption has, however, no doubt, been considerably curtailed, 
and the firm attitude of holders of the raw material fails to meet 
with response from spinners and manufacturers. The expected re- 
lief from an active home trade demand is wanting, and we continue to 
have discouraging news from India, as might be looked for in face of the 
still excessive exports—the evil effects of which have been aggravated 
by @ serious and widespread drought. Shippers to China are beginning 
to view with mistrust the large exportations to that quarter of superaban- 
dant stocks from the Indian markets, and are consequently restricting 
operations. Intelligence from America as to supplies of cotton is still 
vague and unreliable, and our market may be described, at the present 
moment, as being more supported by the position of the Liverpool market 
than by that of our actual local trade. A fair number of orders have, how- 
ever, been given out over the past week or so. The month concludes with 
@ greater readiness to accept current offers, and we have just a barely 
steady, but far from active market, with a tendency to increased stocks. 

Yarn.—Businesas to a fair extent has been transacted during the month, 
bat the higher rates denanded by spinners, in view of the stronger posi- 
tion of the raw material, have to some extent served to keep operation in 
check. The principal business has been in Water Twist, 16-245, 28-32s, 
for China and Japan. For the markets of India the inquiry has been un- 
important. For home consumption manufactures buyers continue to ope- 
tate with caution. The uneertainty of the fature in cotton has tended to 
produce a quieter tone durin; the past few days, and at the close we have 
a far from active, but steady market. 

Grey SuretTinas, — Transactions have not been individually large, 
tbough|sufficient to prevent stocks increasing on manufacturers’ hands. The 
descriptions in most favour have been 89 in. of good and approved quali- 
ties, which are held with considerable firmness. 45 in. have met with at- 
tention. 

Mapparo.tiams.—A fair inquiry for these goods has been sustained 
throughout the month. This has been readily met by manufacturers, and 
stooks have in consequence been kept down to a moderate level. _

CASUALTIES. 

The Corin, Gray, from Cardiff to Hong Kong, put into Falmouth, Dec. 
1, to stop a leak. 

Advices from Amsterdam, dated Nov. 80, state that the Margarita 
(Spanish), de Olano, from Penarth to Manila, with coals, had been aban- 
doned in a sinking state, in lat. 43 S., lon. 41 E.; 19 persons lost, re- 
mainder of crew saved, and Janded at Batavia by the Jannetjee. 

According to intelligence received from Rotterdam, dated Dec. 1, the 
Dordrecht (Dutch ship), Verhoeven, from Batavia, got on shore on the 
Banjaard, Nov. 30, and would probably become a total wreck; she had 
12 feet of water in her hold, and had thrown overboard 800 bags coffee ; 
part of the cargo would be transhipped into craft; crew and passengers 
saved. 

The Continental, Hall, which sailed from Cardiff, Nov. 14, for Singa- 
pore, and arrived off Queenstown, leaky, sailed, after repairing, but has 
again put back to Queenstown, reported leaky. Advices from Lisbon, 
dated Nov. 28, state that the Australian, Sprague, from Newport to 
Singapore, which put in there, leaky, Nov. 23, was discharging. 
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The Dordrecht, Verhoeven, from Batavia, reported asbore, Nov. 30. 
on the Banjaard, has become a total wreck; 700 bags of coffee and some 
rigging have been landed at Brouwershaven, and 300 bags of coffee at 
Zierikzee.

VFAt Taste Bay, Oct. 27, Sarthe (H.T.F.M.), from Saigon, for Cher- 
bourg; at Port Elizabeth, Oct. 24, Rorsfare, sailed for Batavia. 





LAUNCHES. 


On the 2nd inst. Messrs. Laurence Hill and Co., Inch Works, Port 
Glasgow-road, launced an iron clipper vessel of about 300 tons register, 
named the Jerfalcon. She has been built under special survey of Lloyd's, 
to class AAl, for Messrs J. M. Crawford and Fox, Greenock, for the 
East India trade, is rigged as a three-masted schooner, and has been 
fitted with all the most recent improvements. She will be commanded 
by Captain Alexander Fox, one of the owners. She was towed direct 
to Glasgow to load to load for Penang. 

There was launched from the west shipbuilding yard of Messrs. 
Connell and Co., at Overnewton, Glasgow, also on the 2nd inst., a 
finely-modelled composite ship of 1,100 tons, built to class AA 16 years 
at Lloyd's. She has been built for James Findlay, Esq., of Langlands, 
Kilbirnie, especially for the tea trade, and was named the Windhover, 
when moving off, by Mrs. Findlay. The Windhover is a similarly mo- 
delled ship to the Spindrift, and will be despatched with the first ships 
from Foochow next season. 

Messrs. Randolph, Elder, and Co. have launched from their shipbuild- 
ing yard at Fairfield, Glasgow, the Columbus, a composite sailing ship 
of 825 tons builders’ measurement, and of the following dimensions: 
—Length over all, 199 feet ; breadth, 31 feet ; and depth (moulded), 
19 feet 7 inches. The Columbus has been built to the order of Messrs. 
Jobn Lidgett and Sons, of London, and is intended to trade to the East. 

A new Inman liner, the City of Brooklyn, has been launched on 
the Clyde, from the building yard of Messrs. Todd and M'Gregor, at 
Partick. Her dimensions are :—Length over all, 370 feet ; breadth, 
42 feet; depth, 28 fcet; and she is 3,000 tons builders’ meagure- 
ment. She is to be propelled by horizontal direct-acting surface con- 
densing engines, of 450 nominal horse power, but working up to 
2,000. She will have very extensive passenger accommodation, and 
her internal arrangements for that purpose, and generally, will resem- 
ble those of the other first-class ships of the company she belongs to. 
The launch, which was witnessed by crowds of spectators on both sides 
of the river, and also by a select company within the building-yard, 
was completely successful. 





LOSS OF THE “BENARES.” 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Srr,—The loss of the Benares is now an old affair, and might with 
advantage be consigned to oblivion but for the inaccurate statements 
which are now and again made in reference to it; such are those which 
appear in your issue of the 16th inst., under the authority of Captain 
McCulloch, and called forth, it would appear, by a letter signed ‘A 
Passenger,” in your issue of the 5th of October, which I have only 
just seen for the first time. 

I am sorry to be obliged to deny the accuracy of Captain McCulloch's 
defence, and to sustain ‘‘ A Passenger's” assertions in every particu- 
lar. There was no officer sent away in the gig, and of its crew only 
three Chinamen were found there when the boat was shoved off from 
the steamer; some of the passengers, accordingly, had to do the duty 
of the absentees, and did it effectively and cheerfully. The paasen- 
gers did not take the matter into their own hands, but were, myself 
included, ordered into the gig by Captain McCulloch, and the gig was 
by no means the first boat to leave the steamer’s side, as th: captain 
would imply, for one of the cutters had been previously filled, also by 
the captain’s orders, with the Chinese passengers. I do not wish to 
go into the question of whether the gig, the smallest boat but one of 
the ship, and manned as described, was or was not a proper conveyance 
to put the European passengers into, but most assuredly ‘‘ there was 
no compass, not an atom of biscuit nor a drop of water in Her.” Cap- 
tain McCulloch states, in explanation, that she was not provisioned, 
because intended to remain alongside, and that the passengers were 
only put into her as a precaution in case she should heel over. 


It is, nevertheless, a fact that every man and officer were sent out of 
the steamer as soon after the passengers a3 they possibly could be, for 
the simple reason that she was expected every moment to capsize, and 
what then, let me ask, would have become of the provisions so carefully 
reserved for and from us! Moreover. not only the gig, but all the 
boats, were undoubtedly intended to keep on and off close to the 
wreck, but we well know that in the darkness of night, and in a strong 
current, three were carried out to sea. and had they not, in God’s 
mercy, becn picked up by the steamer China, about eight hours after- 
wards, I shudder to think of the sufferings their crews would have 
been subjected to from the same neglect to provision the boats which 
“A Pagsenger”’ has so justly commented on in the gig’s case. 


The boat stations on board the P. and O. steamers are well organised. 
no doubt, and on occasions, as in the Singapore's case, have, even 
with a native crew, worked remarkably well; but at any time, and 
more especially at night, and in a critical position, they require to be 
directed with energy and decision. Suffice it to say that on board the 
Benares, on the night of the 28rd of May, 1868, they proved anything 
but a success, 


The injudicious and incorrect denial by Captain McCulloch of the 
statementa of ‘‘A Passenger” alone prompts me thus to address you.
